In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs 
for the period from May 28, 1947, the date of the previous 
examination, to June 14, 1948, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 


‘aye 


examined and checked. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the treasurer’s records and with the records 
of other departments of the town collecting money or 
committing bills for collection, while the recorded pay- 
ments were compared with the selectmen’s warrants to the 
treasurer. The appropriations as listed from the town 
clerk’s records of town meetings, as well as the transfers 
as shown on the records of the finance committee, were 
checked with the ledger accounts. 


The general and appropriation accounts in the ledger 
were analyzed, and a balance sheet, showing the financial 
condition of the town on June 14, 1948, was prepared and 
is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The footings of the cash 
book were proved, and the recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with the accountant’s books and with the 
records of the departments making payments to the treas- 
urer. The payments as recorded were checked with the 
warrants issued by the selectmen authorizing the treas- 
urer to disburse town funds. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on June 14, 1948 was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a state- 
ment furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the can- 
celled notes on file. 


The saving bank books representing the investment 
of the several trust funds in the custody of the town treas- 
urer were examined and listed. The income was proved 
and the withdrawals were checked with the treasurer’s 
recorded receipts. 


The tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and listed. The amounts transferred from 
the tax levies to the tax title account were checked with 
the collector’s accounts, the redemptions of tax titles and 


a 


sales of tax possessions were compared with the treas- 
urer’s receipts, the tax titles foreclosed were verified, and 
the tax titles and tax possessions, as listed, were recon- 
ciled with the accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked. The tax, motor vehicle and trailer 
excise, departmental, and water accounts outstanding ac- 
cording to the previous examination and all subsequent 
commitments were audited and proved. The cash books 
were footed and the recorded collections were compared 
with the payments to the treasurer. The abatements, as 
recorded, were checked to the records of the departments 
authorized to grant such credits, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective 
ledger accounts. 


Detailed lists of the outstanding taxes for the levies 
of 1947 and prior years were prepared for the town col- 
lector in order to assist her in the collection of the out- 
standing accounts. 


The town collector’s attention has been called to the 
provisions of Section 2, Chapter 60, General Laws, which 
requires the collector to pay over to the treasurer all 
money received during the preceding week or lesser period 
on account of taxes and interest. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were exam- 
ined. The records of dog and sporting licenses were 
checked, the payments to the State being verified with the 
receipts on file and the payments to the town treasurer 
being compared with the treasurer’s receipts. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the 
selectmen and the milk inspector were examined and 
checked, and the payments to the town treasurer were 
verified. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required by law 
to furnish them for the faithful performance of their 
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duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the dis- 
trict department of veterans’ services were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts from the towns comprising 
the district were checked, the payments were verified, and 
the cash balance on June 14, 1948 was proved by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished 
by the bank of deposit and by actual count of the petty 
cash in the hands of the agent. It is recommended that the — 
district treasurer furnish a bond as required by Section 10, 
Chapter 115, General Laws. 


In addition to the accounts mentioned, the records of 
all other departments collecting money for the town or 
committing bills for collection were examined and checked 
in detail. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s \ 
and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax 
title, tax possession, departmental, and water accounts, 
together with tables showing the condition and transac- 
tions of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was 
received from the officials of the town, for which on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appre- 
ciation.

Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of the Shellfish Department for 
1948. 


The Starfish Project this spring took out 308 bushels 
of starfish and moved about 500 barrels of seed scallops to 
good ground where they made excellent growth in Lagoon 
Pond. 


One hundred bushels of seed quahaugs were pur- 
chased from the State and planted in Lagoon Pond and in 
Oak Bluffs Harbor. 


Ninety-eight bushels of seed scallops were trans- 
ferred this Fall from Sengekontacket Pond to Lagoon. 


Our Representative obtained a considerable number 
of lobsters, which were liberated in Lagoon Pond this year. 


The seed clams previously planted seem to be increas- 
ing in a number of places, particularly in Lagoon Pond. 


Commercial fishermen took approximately 1,860 
bushels of quahaugs from Oak Bluffs waters, mainly from 
Oak Bluffs Harbor and Sengekontacket Pond. 


Scallops 7,557 bushels from Lagoon Pond 
386 bushels from Vineyard Haven Harbor 
6 bushels from Oak Bluffs Harbor 


95 


Sengekontacket Pond had practically mature scallops 
this year. There is, however, a heavy set of seed, some of 
which could be transplanted to Lagoon Pond, where grow- 
ing conditions are much better. 


The number of family permits was as great as ever 
and also the pleasure expressed by many of our summer 
residents who obtained quahaugs from unpoluted waters.

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REPORT OF OAK BLUFFS SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


We submit, herein, the report of the School Com- 
mittee. 


Our budget for 1949 is as follows: 


School Department Budget, 1949 $56,794.00 
Special Appropriations: 
New Roof Grammar School Building $4,000.00 
Painting High School Building 900.00 
Explanations: 
Salaries $48,019.00 
Instructional Including Textbooks and

Of this amount $2,200.00 is for an additional teacher 
for Grade I. 


In compliance with G. L. Chap. 643, Section 10 we 
report State Aid as follows:

Total (for reduction of taxes) $7,302.50 
Net amount from taxation $49,491.50 


Salaries in Oak Bluffs have failed to keep up with 
the increasing cost of living. Our principal and teachers, 
with two exceptions, receive less salary than teachers of 
the same training and experience in Edgartown and Tis- 
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bury. It is a fact that high school boys on the Island in 
local stores were paid during the summer a weekly wage 
higher than we pay some of our teachers. 


It is unnecessary to remind you that the cost of labor 
and material has advanced also. 


With an unexpectedly large registration in Grade I 
in September it became necessary to employ an additional 
teacher. 


All of these factors increase our 1949 budget. For- 
tunately the State enacted, in 1948, a new state aid law 
for schools. The law requires that the committee report 
to you the aid to be received and the law requires that the 
Finance Committee report the amount to the town with 
their recommendation on this budget. 


The grammar school roof has been patched for several 
years but now must be shingled. The estimate is for a 
complete job, main roof, cupola and over hang. 


The high school building needs some painting outside 
and also in some rooms. No paint has been applied in parts 
of the building since it was built 13 years ago. 


We appreciate the fact that the town appropriated 
the school funds in a lump sum. Several special town 
meetings for transfers would have been necessary other- 
wise. We respectfully ask that the total budget be so 
appropriated in 1949. 


We refer citizens to the reports that follow for details 
of the school work.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and 
Citizens of Oak Bluffs 


I have the honor to submit herein my 13th Annual 
Report. 


The Oak Bluffs school has functioned very smoothly 
during the past year. The morale among the pupils is 
excellent and their academic progress has improved during 
the year. The co-operation of the faculty should be com- 
mended. The new teachers who came to the school in 
September are proving to be very successful in their work. 


Personnel 


At the close of school Miss Katherine L. Gott and 
Miss Frances R. Finnerty left for work elsewhere. The 
new teachers that were employed were Barbara Lassen 
of Waltham, a graduate of Boston University to teach 
commercial subjects; Vincent A. Rusbosin, a graduate 
of Albright College who was elected to teach Social Studies 
and French. Polly Mayhew of Chilmark, was employed 
to teach Home Economics and Homemaking in the three 
down-island towns. Miss Mayhew was graduated from 
the University of Maryland and has had experience in 
Nantucket, Mt. Rainier, Maryland and Washington, D. C. 


Homemaking 


This course, including cooking, sewing, household 
economics, accounts, budgets, buying and household man- 
agement gives a good basis training for girls. It also 
includes home decoration, interior and exterior, with art 
appreciation, music in the home, folk songs and children’s 
music, home nursing, child care and first aid. Through 
the English Department it covers a study of newspapers, 
magazines and books both from the standpoint of informa- 
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tion and recreation. The course is giving girls a good 
preparation for setting up a home of their own. 


Course of Study 


The courses of study in English, Social Studies and 
Science are being revised by committees of teachers. These 
revisions will be ready for use in September. 


Annual Institute 


As teachers cannot conveniently attend meetings for 
professional improvement, as in past years, we held an 
all day meeting in October with speakers from the main- 
land leading the discussions on pertinent subjects. The 
following speakers were present:

Ernest Cobb, Author, Newton, Massachusetts 


Madeline E. Bartell, Supervisor Elementary Education, 
Needham

Edward Ballantine, former Professor of Music, Harvard 
University 


Standing of High School 


For the first time since 1941 the State Supervisor of 
Secondary Education paid the Oak Bluffs school a visit 
this fall. His report had no adverse criticism but in com- 
mendation he said: “I feel that there is an excellent corps 
of teachers, and that a fine spirit of co-operation exists 
between teachers and pupils. I feel also that the school is 
well organized and administered. 


The program was satisfactory. I am wondering if 
there should not be a similar procedure to that adopted at 
Tisbury of changing the vocational course in electricity to - 
a general shop. I doubt if any considerable number of the 
fifteen boys become electricians, or that it has been cor- 
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respondingly true in the previous years. It appears to me 
that more boys might be served with the broader pro- 
eram.” 


The school has State approval as an “A” school. We 
are happy to note that several of our recent graduates 
are on the “‘Dean’s List” in college. 


Cost of Schools 

The School Committee, in its report, give the data 
relating to State Aid as it effects the budget. The Com- 
mittee and Superintendent are constantly confronted by 
increases in the cost of necessary equipment and supplies. 
As examples, soft coal, which one year ago cost $17.50 per 
ton is now $20.50 per ton. News print paper which was 35 
cents per package in June went to 55 cents in November. 
Other articles seem to increase in similar ratios. This of 
course Means an increased budget. 


When we increased salaries a few years ago we be- 
lieved with annual increment to $2,800 we could keep suc- 
cessful, experienced teachers. Events prove this is not so. 
Other communities have advanced salaries to the extent 
that we are again far below the average. Last fall the 
salary for a beginning teacher was $2,300 in most towns. 
We can no longer expect to fill vacancies at $2,000 which 
has been our beginning rate. To retain our excellent force 
we must be able to pay more than in the past. 


In Conclusion 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation of the 
School Committee’s fine spirit of understanding and co- 
operation in solving our many problems. To the Principal 
and teachers I extend my thanks for their loyal support in 
our mutual effort to maintain a school worthy of the town 
people’s confidence.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1948. 


During the past year we have attempted to organize 
our schools so that they might benefit all pupils. We have 
been mindful of the fact that we are training youths for 
future citizenship and service, and we have tried to organ- 
ize our program so that we could accomplish our objective 
- most effectively. 


In order to provide an opportunity for the pupils to 
gain experience in planning and organizing for themselves 
a constitution for a student council was adopted last spring 
and put into operation this fall. The council is affiliated 
with the National Council of Student Councils and has 
chosen several projects to supervise for the coming year. 
The group is composed of eleven members: three seniors, 
two each from the Junior, Sophomore, and Freshman 
classes, and one each from the eighth and seventh grades. 
A meeting is held once a week and already a program has 
been decided upon which includes the complete supervis- 
ion of the athletic contests and pep rallies, the resumption 
of weekly dancing classes, the care and neatness of school 
property, and the reorganization of the school library. 
Under discreet and cooperative faculty guidance and spon- 
sorship many worthwhile results will be achieved. 


Our athletic program was strictly in the formative 
Stage this year. With the firm foundation that was laid 
productive results will soon make themselves evident. 
Both our boys’ and girls’ basketball teams gained much 
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experience from their interscholastic competition, and 
worthwhile lessons were learned, and satisfactory progress 
noted. Our College Cub League, composed of teams of 
pupils from the elementary school conducted games on 
Saturday afternoons throughout the winter months with 
much success. Trophies were publicly presented to the 
members of the winning team through the kindness of 
Edward Pachico. The school appreciates the interest 
shown by this public spirited citizen. 


Supplementing basketball is a more complete program 
of physical education which include all pupils. This pro- 
gram is organized through regularly scheduled classes 
which are designed to develop techniques and skills 
through appropriate games and exercises. | 


In May, our school play “Moonshine and Honeysuckle” 
was presented. This production maintained the usual high 
standards for which our school has been noted and raised 
sufficient funds to finance the Washington Trip for the 
Seniors last June. 


A change of policy was adopted this fall by which the 
Washington Trip will be taken in company with the seniors 
of the Edgartown and Tisbury High Schools. Since this 
trip has been planned for the April vacation, it was neces- 
sarv to present our annual play “When Irish Eyes Are 
Smiling” in November. This production, which was cap- 
ably directed and effectively presented, elicited so much 
praise from its appreciative audiences that a third per-- 
formance was given the proceeds of which were donated - 
to a worthy cause. The school appreciates the generosity 
of its advertisers and patrons who once again have made 
another Washington Trip possible. 


While the results of our program of instrumental 
music are noteworthy it seems unfortunate that more 
pupils do not avail themselves of the opportunity that is. 
afforded to them. The concert in April clearly showed the - 
progress that has been made in three years. The school 
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now owns some instruments and will purchase more if the 
need arises. The only requirement is the payment of one 
dollar a month for the loan of the instrument, and pupil 
ownership is achieved when monthly payments equal the 
purchase price. There should be more students enroll next 
fall. 


Our remedial reading program, sometimes misunder- 
stood, is a decided asset to our curriculum. We still con- 
tinue to analyze and diagnose reading difficulties. We then 
prescribe work in small groups commensurate with the 
pupil’s abilities and progress. In this way handicaps are 
removed and adjustments are made more rapidly and more 
acceptably than they would be if pupils were allowed to 
remain in large class groups. The division of the large 
first grade last September made necessary by a large en- 
rollment clearly proves that small group instruction pays 
dividends. 


“The Review,” our school magazine was published 
three times during the year. The Rodney Dutcher Award, 
presented each year to a senior in one of the three high 
schools who has shown the most proficiency in the field of 
journalism, was again awarded to an Oak Bluffs pupil. 
Such success and recognition clearly indicates the worthi- 
ness of the effort and the quality of the results. 


Our Junior Prom was again the social highlight of the 
school year. Each year this is the one event toward which 
all pupils look forward, and the school is indebted to the 
East Chop Beach Club for the donation of their facilities 
tor this activity. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the School Committee, the Superintendent, and the faculty 
for their cooperation and assistance.

Dear Mr. Lord: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the Town of Oak 
Bluffs for the year ending December 31, 1948. 


As I look over my years of school nursing, I cannot 
help but think how much more health means to us today. 
A growing child must have health of body, mind and spirit. 
We have done much to improve physical health for a great 
many parents have given their children proper medical 
attention. We must continue this work but we must go 
further working together to improve the health of the 
child’s mind and spirit. 


The child, when delivered to his parents, is an individ- 
ual possessing neither habits or ideas. The parent is pre- 
sented with the responsibility for providing him with phy- 
sical health, but further, developing in him good mental 
health. The school furnishes trained teachers. The com- 
munity provides other facilities to aid in the child’s proper 
cevelopment but the home stands foremost as the guiding 
influence. With this aid the parent has the opportunity to 
prepare his child to join society as an asset. Parental love 
takes a prominent part in molding a sound personality. 
Parental understanding is accompanied by a sense of 
security in the child. 


Again, this coming year, I ask your cooperation for 
100% perfect teeth. This means much to the child in his 
well being and appearance. Remember your attitude to- 
ward this problem is reflected in your child. Let us all 
work together in this and the betterment of our children 
and our community. 
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I wish to express my appreciation to the school phy-

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Domestic Science—Polly Mayhew, Teacher: 


The study of foods and nutrition has been under way 
since September and during this time the classes have been 
working with foods, their use, preparation, nutritive qual- 
ities and service. 


With the food dollar before us, we find that foods are 
an important item and their study a necessity in planning 
household accounts. 


The High Schoo] Homemaking girls have been gath- 
ering together clothing constructive methods that are 
often found important in home management and repair. 
Identification and care of materials is practiced in order to 
conserve in handling household accounts. 


The later part of the school year the students will be 
engaged in clothing construction to fit the immediate needs 
of the student. It will also prepare them for future needs 
that will confront them as homemakers. 


Instrumental Music—Rudolf Fiebich, Teacher: 


The orchestra has greatly improved this year owing 
to the fact that most of the time was given in technical 
studies which is most important in enabling the players to 
perform the more advanced music of future concerts. 


Great interest has been shown by the number of new 
students who started in September. The brass, strings and 
reed instruments gave a fine performance at the Christ- 
mas party. 


It is gratifying to report that two members were 
chosen to perform off Island at the Cape festivals and I 
sincerely hope that others will show the ability to be 
chosen at future concerts. 
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Vocal Music—Dorothy B. Kenney, Teacher: 


It is the purpose and objective of any music director 
to instill in the child a love for music by participation on 


the part of the child and by proper guidance on the part 
of the teacher. 


This participation in the first grade consists of the 
simple rote songs, a general response to rhythm and the 
proper use of the voice regarding tone quality. Throughout 
the first six grades these basic elements are developed and 
enlarged upon through the knowledge of musical expres- 
sion and appreciation, note reading. and part singing 
These grades are very important with regards to basic 
technical work for if this is neglected, the work in the 
higher level can never reach the standards set for high 
school music. 


Part singing is emphasized in the junior high and it 
is here that the important transition to senior high music 
takes place. The boy’s voice usually changes during this 
period and he must be guided very carefully in the use of 
his new voice. 


The senior high is a culmination of all previous work 
and should continue to be an emotional expression and 
outlet. 


The girls’ glee club which is elective and which meets 
after school each Monday has increased to 26 members. 
They have carried on a steady climb of improvement and 
are still very faithful and enthusiastic. 


This year in the homemaking class we are trying to 
develop an understanding of the finer type of music with 
the hope that the students will introduce this music into 
their homes through the medium of the phonograph and 
radio. 
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Art—Theodore Meinelt, ‘Teacher: 


“Ag qg man is born an artist, so no man is born an 
angler.” 


We find that through living we acquire many ways of 
doing things. An education of which art is a part, is a 
means of attaining a place for ones self in this growing 
world. So the angler is one, who through experience finds 
that he, too, is a part of the learning game. 


Art is a term used for many fields, music, literature, 
painting and living, all are closely allied and oft times in- 
separable. Thus the ciate and alee experience is learning 
and living. 


The art work in the schools has been to create situa- 
tions, whereby the student lives with more beauty and is 
guided to enrich the living of daily lives with the hope of 
insuring future pleasantries. 


Of many, the artist and angler are only two whose 
heritage is education for understanding. 


In the primary grades art work is concerned with the 
establishment of basic elements of observation, color, rep- 
resentation, design and construction to maintain a creative 
imagination through story representation. 


The intermediate grades are howe differences 
through observation and comparison, methods of drawing 
and painting, correlation of art with other school subjects 
and appreciation of art through activity. 


The high school work is divided into two groups, 
drawing and painting and homemaking, the use of art in 
homes and daily living.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the period from 


6) 


June 15, 1948, the date of the previous examination, to 
June 2, 1949, the following report being submitted there- 
on: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town, 
or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and verified by comparison with the reports and records of 
the town accountant. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town ac- 
countant were examined and checked. The receipts as 
recorded were compared with the town treasurer’s records 
of receipts and with the departmental records of payments 
to the treasurer, while the recorded payments were 
checked with the treasurer’s record of disbursements and 
with the treasury warrants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropriations 
and transfers were checked with the town clerk’s records 
of town meetings and with the records of the finance com- 
mittee, the necessary adjusting entries were made, and a 
balance sheet showing the financial condition of the town 
cn June 2, 1949 was prepared and is appended to this 
report. 


The books of the town treasurer were exariin and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
checked to the accountant’s books, with the departmental 
records of payments to the treasurer, and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treas- 
ury, while the disbursements were checked with the 
treasury warrants. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on June 2, 1949 was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a state- 
ment furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count 
of the cash in the office. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were

verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and 
with the cancelled securities on file. — 


_ The savings bank books representing the Precoiment 
of the trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer 
were examined and listed. The income was proved and the 
amounts transferred to the town were verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by 
the town were examined and checked. The taxes trans- 
ferred to the tax title account were checked with the col- 
lector’s records, the redemptions of tax titles and sales of 
tax possessions were compared with the treasurer’s re- 
ceipts, the tax titles foreclosed were verified, and the tax 
titles and tax possessions as listed were reconciled with 
the accountant’s ledger and compared with the records in 
the Registry of Deeds. 


_ The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked. The tax and excise accounts out- 
standing at the time of the previous examination, as well 
as all subsequent commitment lists, were audited and 
reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The payments to 
the treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s cash book, 
the recorded abatements were compared with the asses- 
sors’ records of abatements granted, the transfers to the 
tax title account were checked, and the outstanding ac- 
coun’s were listed and reconciled with the respective ledg- 
er accounts. 


The commitments of departmental and water ac- 
counts were examined and checked. The recorded pay- 
men‘s to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book, the abatements were verified, and the out- 
Standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
resneciive ledger accounts. 


The outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water 
accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
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money to the town, and from the replies received thereto 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records. of licenses and permits issued by the 
selectmen, town clerk, and milk inspector were examined 
and the payments to the State. and the town treasurer were 
verified. 


The surety bonds of. the officials required by law to 
furnish them were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Dis- 
trict Department of Veterans’ Services were examined and 
checked. The amounts received for the exvenses of the 
district from the towns comprising the district were veri- 
fied. The payments were comvared with the warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse district funds, and 
the cash balance on June 2, 1949 was proved by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit. 


The surety bond of the district treasurer furnished 
for the faithful performance of his duties was examined 
and found to be in proper form. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures, 
and of the library and cemetery departments, as well as of 
all other departments collecting money for the town or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and reconciled with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s 
books. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended. 
to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the several 
cash accounts, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, de- 
partmental, and water accounts, together with tables — 
showing the condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town 
officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf 
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of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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Report of Shellfish Warden

Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of the Shellfish Department 
for 1949. 


Starfish—166 bushels were taken from Lagoon Pond 
this spring, mostly very small, and we seem to be getting 
them under control and with a fair amount of work each 
year, I trust they can be kept from becoming a serious 
menace. 


Clams—Additional clams were purchased from the 
State this year and planted in the ponds and Oak Bluffs 
harbor. The spawn from those previously planted are tak- 
ing hold quite well and except where blue shell crabs are 
too plentiful are surviving. 


Lobsters—The lobsters put out in Lagoon Pond have 
done very well, which makes an encouraging prospect for 
the new state hatchery. 


Quahaugs—Commercial fishermen took approximate- 
ly 1950 bushels from Oak Bluffs waters, mostly from 
Sengekontacket Pond and Oak Bluffs harbor. 


About 850 bushels were taken with family permits. 


Scallops—364 bushels were taken from Lagoon Pond 
by commercial fishermen. 
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542 bushels were taken from Sengekontacket Pond 
by commercial fishermen. 


327 bushels were taken from Vineyard Haven harbor 
by commercial fishermen and a very few on family per- 
mits. i= 


The set of seed scallops in Lagoon Pond and Vineyard 
Haven harbor indicates a really good season next year. 


The scallops in Sengekontacket Pond are small and 
are in so much eelgrass that taking is slow, there is real 
and increasing need of work being done to improve the 
openings to get an increased flow of water so that all the 
shellfish in Sengekontacket Pond can grow properly and 
increase Oak Bluffs annual income. 


Sea Clams—The public needs to be educated to appre- 
clate this really fine sea food. Sea clams are becoming very 
nlentiful around our shores and if sufficient market can be 
ceveloned for sea clams they can add substantially to the 
local income. 


Crabs—Blue shell crabs will not, I believe, become a 
commercially rrofitable crop but catching them for home 
use is antite an important recreational activity already and 
increasing in ponularity with our summer visitors along 
with the taking of quahaugs and sea clams for home use. 


With many of our visitors the pleasure of the taking 
runs close to that of the eating.

The following report of the activities of the Dukes 
County Rat Control workers should be of general interest 
and it is suggested that you might like to include it in your 
town report. . 


January 1 to December 31, 1949 total work done in 
the Town of Oak Bluffs:

(2) 1825 miles traveled. 

(3) 644 lbs. bait or 38,640 individual baits used. — 

(4) 861 sources of infestation inspected and treated. 
(5) 48 baitings of town dump.

In general cooperation of town officials and residents 
has been excellent and reports indicate great improve- 


ments in sanitary conditions, cleaning up of rat harbors 
and reduction in rat population.

Bureaus of Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


During the year 1949 Oak Bluffs carried an average 
of 75 cases on Old Age Assistance. Two hundred and 
twenty-five visits were made by the Social Worker to the 
recipients. It is required by Old Age Assistance regula- 
tions that two visits per year be made and recorded to each 
recipient. Of the 75 cases, 8 are without settlement and 6 
are settled in other towns. The total cost for the year in- 
cluding cash grant, medical, prescriptions, hospital and 
any other extra needs was $62,946.29. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average of 5 cases 
fluctuating from 38 to 7 cases. Fifty-eight visits were made 
and recorded as the regulations governing this type of 
assistance require 4 visits per year per case. The total 
cost for the year including all needs was $8,320.22.

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REPORT OF OAK BLUFFS SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


The fire in the elementary school in September gave 
the Committee a difficult problem. Harold Mason, archi- 
tect, who is an expert in school house construction, was 
employed to draw up specifications for repairs. The Com- 
mittee advertised for bids and received the following for 
the general contract: 


1. Theodore Loranger and Sons $17,898.00 
2. Joseph Albert 17,297.47 
3. Leo P. De Sorcy 14,915.00 
4. Walter S. Ripley 13,185.00 
5. Manuel A. Phillips 12,967.88 


Giving consideration to the fact that Walter Ripley 
had men and equipment ready to go to work at once and 
agreed to have the work complete within 60 working days, 
he was awarded the contract. 


The work was completed on time, and, with a new 
roof, the interior completely renovated, an iron fire escape 
in place of wood, new window shades and celotex tile 
ceilings in place of steel, the building is now in first class 
condition except for the outside trim which needs paint- 
ing. We plan to do this painting from our general appro- 
priation for 1950 if sufficient funds are not available in 
the special appropriation after other work is completed. 
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At the high school building the flooding of the boiler 
room from surface water coming down the open outdoor 
stairway has been a serious problem since the building 


was erected. We have had the stairway roofed over and 
closed in which corrects the situation. 


A new range purchased through the Vineyard Sales 
and Services to replace one in use and two typewriters 
purchased through the Island Technical Service replacing 
two sold to the Federal Government during the war, have 
been added. 


We have placed two special articles calling for appro- 
priations in the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting. 
One is to provide for grading the play field back of the 
high school building and one to hard surface a space on 
the old tennis courts to provide play space when the 
‘rounds are muddy and also for an outdoor volley and 
basketball court. 


We call your attention to the reports that follow. 


In closing we wish to express our appreciation of 
the cooperation and support of the Oak Bluffs citizens 
during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and 
Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


I uaye the honor to submit herein my 14th Annual 
Report: 


The fire in the grammar school building on the sec- 
ond day of school greatly disrupted the operation of class 
work. Classes were transferred to the Sacred Heart Parish 
Hall with Grades 3 and 4 on the first floor and Grades 5 
and 6 on the second floor. The two second grades were 
placed in the gymnasium and Grade 1 in Odd Fellow’s 
Hall. : oul 


Personnel 


It was unfortunate that So many vacancies occurred 
at the end of the school year in June. Daniel G. McCarthy, 
teacher of physical education, mathematics and science, 
resigned to accept a position in Springfield. This position 
was filled by the election of David P. Lawrence of Wor- 
cester, who is a graduate of Boston University, School 
of Physical Education. 


Miss Edna F. Montague, who for three years has 
taught physical education and social studies, resigned 
to accept a position at Hyannis. Miss Alice Smith of East 
Boston, graduate of Sargent School, Boston University, 
was employed for this position.

Miss Priscilla Darling, teacher of Grade 1, Mrs. 
Daniel G.. McCarthy, teacher of Grade 2 and Mrs. John 
Hughes teacher of Grade 4 resigned in June. Mrs. Wilson 
Thomas was employed on a substitute basis to teach 
Grade 1 for the current year. Miss Eulalie Morris and 
Miss Patricia K. Kiley were elected to teach the two 
second grades. Miss Morris, a resident of Wellesley Hills, 
was graduated from Emmanuel College and attended 
summer session at Boston University. Miss Kiley of 
Brighton, also graduated from Emmanuel College and 
then attended Boston Teachers’ College for one year. 


Miss Dorothy Fisher of Edgartown, was elected to 
teach Grade 4. Miss Fisher is a graduate of the State 
Teachers’ College, Bridgewater. 


As no qualified teacher was found for Special Edu- 
cation, to succeed Mrs. George Phillips, she consented to 
continue for the current year on a substitute basis. 


High School 


The work of the high school goes forward on a uni- 
formally high level. The excellent work of Mr. Dorr in 
English and Mr. Hughes in Science deserves commen- 
dation. Because of his health, Mr. Dorr has been nuable 
to coach the traditional senior play presented by the 
English Department. However, Mr. Downs, who is always 
ready to meet every emergency, has taken on this work 
and the play will be presented as usual. 


The new teachers, Miss Smith and Mr. Lawrence, 
have started off well. I feel sure that they will prove to 
be a valuable addition to our teaching force. The shop, 


Commercial and Social Studies Departments are func- 
tioning well. I believe the Committee should consider 
changing the shop from a vocational school to a general 
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shop for all boys during the coming year. This was recom- 
mended by the State Supervisor of Secondary Education 
on his last visit here. 


The homemaking course for girls, the driver train- 
ing course for juniors and seniors are both proving to 
be a valuable part of the high school training. 


Gymnasium 


The present gymnasium is inadequate and its loca- 
tion a handicap to efficient plant operation. 


I recommend that the town and the Committee con- 
sider a new building of wood to be erected near the high 
school with a corridor connecting the buildings and heated 
from the present heating plant. Such a building to be 
known as the Barbey Memorial Auditorium. The cost to 
the town would not be excessive as the Anna K. Barbey 
Fund of about $11,000 could be used and 25% of the 
total cost would be paid by the Commonwealth. With 
bonds issued over a period of twenty years for the re- 
mainder the annual tax increase would be negligible.

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1949. 


In reviewing the record of the past year uppermost 
in my mind is the fire that ravaged our grammar school 
building last September. While it is appalling to reflect 
upon the danger that did exist, it is also gratifying to 
recall the masterful cooperation of the seven teachers 
who led their pupils to safety with superb order and 
control. The citizens of the town should be proud of the 
efforts of these women in coping with such. a critical 
situation. 


I am appreciative of the many offers of assistance in 
our time of need. I am particularly grateful to the Roman 
Catholic Bishop and to the Trustees cf the Independent 
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Order of Odd Fellows for granting us the use of their 
facilities in the reorganization of our school. | 


During the past four months classes have con con- 
ducted in the Sacred Heart Parish Hall, the Odd Fellows 
Temple and the Gymnasium. While no one would pre- 
sume that such temporary quarters offered an ideal sub- 
stitute for a regular classroom, nevertheless, valuable 
lessons have been learned by the pupils in the obligation 
of cooperation and the teachers have accepted their varied 
tasks so that the education of their pupils continued 
uninterrupted as well as could be expected under abnor- 
mal conditions. 


In the High School, our Student Council continues 
to function in a manner which proves that students, when 
given an opportunity can gain much from planning and 
directing their own activities. During the year the coun- 
cil took full charge of athletic finances, dancing classes, 
assembly programs, and the care and neatness of the 
school buildings. Much credit is due to the officers who 
are laying a strong foundation upon which future pupils 
will build. 


“The Review,” our school magazine, continues to 
make its regular appearance. With discreet guidance and 
careful supervision more pupils continue to receive valu- 
able experiences in the preparation of each issue. The 
Rodney Dutcher Award was again won by an Oak Bluffs 
student in competition in the field of journalism with 
the pupils of the other Island High Schools. 


In April, the seniors took their annual trip to Wash- 
ington in company with the seniors of Edgartown and 
Tisbury. This trip was noteworthy in that it was the 
initial attempt of the three High Schools to join in the’ 
good fellowship of each other on their class trip. The 
reactions of the students clearly indicate the success of 
the venture and augurs well for the continuation of such 
a policy. 
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Our program of Health and Physical education con- 
tinues to function in the usual manner. Basketbell, Base- 
ball, and Softball were played on an interscholastic basis, 
and many significant results were gained by the pupils 
who participated. The Grammar School League again 
functioned on Saturday afternoons during the Winter 
Term, and the members of .the winning team were pre- 
sented trophies which were donated by the American 
Legion. 


Once again, I deplore the fact that more pupils do 
not avail themselves of the opportunity which is afforded 
to them in the field of instrumental music. With instruc- 
tion free and instruments available at a nominal cost, I 
feel that more students could gain the benefits some 
derive from these studies. Our annual concert was a 
musical success. One of our students participated in the: 
Jellesley Festival and twelve others joined the Cape and 
T3land Unit in presenting three separate concerts in Or- 
leans, Vineyard Haven, and New Bedford. 


Through the efforts of our physical education direc- 
Lor, our gymnasium has been “dressed up” for our winter 
program of athletics. He was aided in his work by the 
voluntary services of several public spirited citizens who — 
gave much time and effort to the project. While the school 
appreciates their contributions, I feel that steps should - 
be taken to provide more adequate facilities to conduct 
cur athletic program. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the School Committee, the Superintendent, and UE fac- 
ulty for their assistance and cooperation,

In accordance with your instructions I have made 
an audit of the general accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs 
for the period from June 3, 1949, and of the town col- 
lector’s accounts for the period from February 26, 1950, 
the date of the previous examinations, to May 31, 1950, 
the following report being submitted thereon: | 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined. The recorded receipts were checked with the 
treasurer’s books and with the records of other depart- 
ments of the town collecting money or committing bills 
for collection, while the recorded payments were com- 
pared with the Selectmen’s warrants to the treasurer. The 
appropriations and loan orders as listed from the town 
clerk’s records of town meetings, as well as the transfers 
as shown on the records of the finance committee, were 
checked with the ledger accounts. 


The general and appropriation accounts in the ledger 


were analyzed, and a balance sheet, showing the financial 


condition of the town on May 31, 1950, was prepared and 
is appended to this report. 
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The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The footings of the cash 
book were proved, the recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with the accountant’s books and with the 
records of the tax titles foreclosed were verified, and the 
tax titles and tax possessions, as listed, were reconciled 
with the acecountant’s ledger accounts and compared with 
the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked. The tax, excise, departmental, and 
water accounts outstanding according to the. previous 
examination and all subsequent commitments were audited 
and proved. The cashbooks were footed and the recorded 
collections were compared with the payments to the 
treasurer. The abatements, as recorded, were checked to 
the records of the departments authorized to grant such 
credits, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


It is recommended that prompt action be taken by the 
town collector to obtain settlement of the overdue tax, 
excise and departmental accounts of 1949 and prior years. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts were ob- 
tained by mailing notices to a large number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to 
the town, and from the replies received it appears that the 
outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were exam- 
ined. The records of dog and sporting licenses issued were 
checked, the payments to the State being verified with 
the receipts on file and the payments to the treasurer 
being compared with the treasurer’s receipts. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the 
Selectmen and the milk inspector were examined and 
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checked, and the payments to the town treasurer were 
verified. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required by 
law to furnish them to the faithful performance of their 
duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the dis- 
trict- department of veterans’ services were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts from the towns comprising 
the district were checked, the payments were verified, and 
the cash balance on May 31, 1950 was proved by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished. 
by the bank of deposit. 


In addition to the accounts mentioned, the records 
of all other departments collecting money for the town 
or committing bills for collection were examined and 
checked in detail. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the several 
cash accounts, summaries of the tax, excise tax bills, tax — 
possession, departmental, and water accounts, together 
with tables showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was 
received from the officials of the town, for which, on 
behalf of my assistants and myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

Report of the Water Commissioners 
December 31, 1950 


To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


It has been six and one-half years since the Water » 


Works were purchased by the Town of Oak Bluffs. Dur- 
ing that time there has been a steady growth in Services, 
Mains, Hydrants and Pumpage. We have prepared the 
following Statistics to show how the Water Department 
has progressed. 


We would like to call your attention to the fact that 
out of our Revenue for Services and Hydrants we have ~ 


met all our obligations. In addition to the payment of our 
Operating and Maintenance Expenses we have paid 
$72,000.00 on the purchase price of $230,000.00, leaving 
$158,000.00 to be paid. $15,987.50 Interest has been paid 
and payments to the Town of Oak Bluffs amounted to 
$35,016.33. | 


In our Major Repairs :—a new cement wall was built 
at the Reservoir, new electric cables were laid from the 
Pumping Station to the Gate House, a new floor was laid 


at the Pumping Station. 


Our largest piece of new equipment purchased was 
the Diesel Engine in 1948, which replaced the gasoline 
engine. This to us was a great improvement, since it 
assured us no interruption of pumpage should there be 
any difficulty with the electric current or pump.

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Report of Shellfish Warden 


Honorable Board of Selectmen

‘Town of Oak Bluffs 


Gentlemen: — 


The following is a report of the Shellfish Department 
for 1950. ° 


Starfish—185 bushels were taken from Lagoon Pond, 
few of them being large, they seem to be fairly well under 
control. 


Clams—Those planted in Lagoon Pond appear to be 
doing quite well and a good number of seed from them 
are growing, another two years should show results. In 
Sengekontacket the large number of blue shell crabs have 
in most places made clam survival uncertain. 


Quahaugs—Seed obtained from the State was planted 
in Oak Bluffs Harbor. The dredging this season of the 
channel near the old Sengekontacket bridge has greatly 
increased the tidal flow and will, I believe, make for an 
improvement in quality and quantity of the shellfish in 
that area. Approximately 820 bushels of quahaugs were 
taken on family permits, 940 bushels were taken com- 
mercially. 


Scallops—790 bushels of seed scallops were moved 
in Lagoon Pond from beds where they were too thick to 
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mature properly, to ground nearer the bridge where there 
was little seed but growing conditions are excellent, the 
size and quality of the scallops taken this fall showed the 
value of this work. 105 bushels of seed were moved to 
the south part of the pond where there was practically 
no seed and a fair set for next year was secured. 65 
bushels of large seed were transferred to Sengekontacket 
Pond where there was not any seed and a satisfactory set 
for next season was obtained. 7 


2512 bushels of scallops were taken commercially 
from Lagoon Pond this year and 116 bushels from Vine- 
yard Haven Harbor, 58 bushels were taken on family per- 
mits. 


Sea clams are showing a steady increase around your 
shores and quite a lot were taken for family use, as people 
are finding that they are a satisfactory sea food. Crabs 
were taken in considerable numbers this season, mostly 
by summer residents. 


Opportunity to take sea food from clean waters is 
much appreciated by our visitors.

Bureaus of Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1950 Oak Bluffs had an average of 79 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Of these cases, 8 are with- 
cut settlement and 7 are settled in other cities and towns. 
Two hundred and thirty-eight (238) visits were made to 
the recipients by the Social Worker. It is required by Old 
Age Assistance regulations, that two visits per year be 
made and recorded to each recipient. The total cost for 
the year including cash grants, medical, prescriptions, 
hospital or any other extra needs was $70,656.99. Of this 
amount $13,344.37 was used for all medical and/or extra 
needs. A cash recovery of $2,000.00 was received from the 
estate of a recipient which was apportioned to Federal, 
State and local governments. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average of five 
and one-half cases. Thirty-six (86) visits were made and 
recorded as the regulations governing this type of 
assistance require four visits per year per case. The total 
cost for the year including all needs was $7,163.05. Of this 
amount $814.05 was for all medical and/or extra needs.

There is 
hereby established a department of civil defense (here- 
inafter called the ‘“‘department’’). It shall be the function 
of the department to have charge of civil defense as defined 
in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950 and to perform 
civil defense functions as authorized or directed by said 
chapter or by any and all executive orders or general regu- 
lations promulgated thereunder, and to exercise any 
authority delegated to it by the governor under said 
Chapter 639. 


Section 2. Director of Civil Defense. The department 
shall be under the direction of a director of civil defense 
{hereinafter called the ‘‘Director’’) who shall be appointed 
as prescribed by law. The director shall have direct respon- 
sibility for the organization, administration and operation 
of the department, subject to the direction and control 
of the appointing authority, and shall receive such salary 
as may be fixed from time to time by the appointing 
authority. The director may, within the limits of the 
amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks and other assistants as the work of the depart- 
ment may require and may remove them, and may make 
Such expenditures as may be necessary to execute effec- 
tively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950. 
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The director shall also have authority to appoint 


district coordinators and may accept and may receive, on . 


behalf of the city (town), services, equipment, supplies, 
materials or funds by way of gift, grant or loan, for pur- 
poses of civil defense, offered by the federal government 
or any agency or officer thereof or any person, firm or 
corporation, subject to the terms of the offer and the 


rules and regulations, if any, of the agency making the 


offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be 
kept of all matters relating to such gifts, grants or loans. 


Section 3. Civil Defense Advisory Council. There is 
hereby established a civil defense advisory council (here- 
inafter called the “‘council’’). Said Council shall serve with- 


out pay and shall consist of the director of civil defense, — 


such other department heads and such other persons as 
the authority appointing said director may deem neces- 
sary. Such member of said council as said appointing 
authority shall designate, shall serve subject to the di- 
rection and control of the appointing authority and shall 
advise said appointing authority and the director on 
matters pertaining to civil defense. 


Section 4. Police Aid to other cities and towns in 
event of riots or other violence therein. The police depart- 
ment is hereby authorized to go to aid another city or 
town at the request of said city or town in the suppression 
of riots or other forms of violence therein. 


Section 5. Termination of Ordinance (By-Law). This 
ordinance (by-law) shall remain in force during the 
effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950 and any act 


in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution 
therefor. . / 


Section 6. Definition. All references to Chapter 639, 
Acts of 1950, as now in force, shall be applicable to any 


act or acts in amendment or continuation of or substi- 
tution for said Chapter 639. 
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ARTICLE 29. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate an amount of money not to exceed 
twenty-three hundred ($2300) dollars for the purchase 
of a sprayer for the Moth Department, or take any other 
action relative thereto. (Recommended by the Finance 
Committee.)

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REPORT OF OAK BLUFFS SCHOOL COMMITTEE 





‘To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


During the past year new doors have been instalied 
‘at the gymnasium and the locker room painted. At the 
high school repairs were made on the folding doors in the 
study hall so that they could again be used. A new re- 
frigerator was purchased for the domestic science room 
and a new range is on order. For the commercial depart- 
ment two typewriters were exchanged for new ones. 


A considerable amount of painting was done during 
the summer including the outside trim on the grade school 
building. Four rooms at the high school building were re- 
decorated. The walls and ceilings were repaired and then 
ceiling, walls and woodwork painted. 


Thirty-six modern table desks and chairs were pur- 
chased so that now we have three classrooms furnished 
with modern furniture in the grade building. It is planned 
to convert one room each year until all rooms are so fur- 
nished. 


The Committee has voted to convert the electrical 
department into a general shop. The shop will be open to 
all boys in grades 7 to 12 and will offer work in four fields: 
electrical, woodworking, metal work and cement work. 
The State Division of Vocational Education in comment- 
ing on our action reported: “Placement opportunities 
would indicate that the decision of committee to close the 
course in June 1951 is justifiable.” 


The proposed shop will give all boys a training 
enabling them to make general repairs about the home 
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and will offer an opportunity for those interested in train- 
ing for a trade to determine the field in which their abili- 
ties and interests best fit them. After high school, attend- 
ance at one of the large mainland trade schools will be 
possible with tuition paid. | 


During 1950 the expenditure of schools was $60,- 
925.39. Receipts from the state were $11,035. 49. The net 
eost from taxation was $49,889.90. 


It is the hope of the Committee that a new gym- 
nasium may be erected, possibly not so large as the one 
planned, but a building ample to meet all the needs of the ~ 
present day school and any future growth. 


We wish to thank the Parent-Teacher Association for 
the bicycle rack erected on the school grounds through the 
efforts of that organization. : 


In closing this report, the Committee wishes to ex- 
press its appreciation for the fine spirit of cooperation 
of the staff, the Superintendent and the citizens.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and the 
Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


I have the honor of submitting herewith my fifteenth 
annual report. 


Personnel 
There were many changes in the teaching staff dur- 
ing the year. 


Daniel G. McCarthy returned as teacher of physical 
education succeeding David P. Lawrence who resigned. 
Alice Smith, teacher of girls’ physical education resigned 
in June. Eleanora Hannigan of Revere, a graduate of Sar- 
gent School, Boston University, was elected to this posi- 
tion. 


Vincent A. Rusbosin, teacher of French and Social 
Studies, resigned in June to take up graduate. study. The 
position was filled by Mary E. Gildersleeve of Newcastle, 
Maine, a graduate of the University of Maine. 


As teacher of Grade I, Helena Downs of Berwick, 
Maine, a graduate of Gorham State Teachers’ College, was 
employed. Miss Downs is a teacher of several years’ ex- 
perience. 


Ruth M. Perkins of Middlebury, Vermont, was em- 
ployed as a teacher of remedial work. Mrs. Perkins is a 
graduate of Middlebury College with graduate work at the 


University of Maine and Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 
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Mrs. Stuart Bangs, who since her marriage has been 
serving as substitute teacher of music in the Island 
schools, was succeeded in September by Eleanor Witherill 
of Waterville, Maine. Miss Witherill was trained at the 
Boston Conservatory of Music. 


Because of marriage, Mrs. Theodore Meinelt retired 
in June as teacher of domestic science. She was succeeded 
by Jo Anne Libby of Bar Harbor, Maine, a graduate of 
the University of Maine. 


High School 

In the high school we have three courses. The college 
course prepares for entrance to college if the pupil earns 
a rank of “A” or “B” in his subjects for 4 years. With 
a rank of ‘‘C” in the majority of his subjects he may 
graduate but he cannot enter the colleges of higher stand- 
ing until he returns to school and repeats those subjects 
in which he lacks certification rank. A relatively high 
number of graduates are in college and many are on the 
Dean’s list. 


The civic curriculum offers a practical course of much 
greater value to the pupil who does not intend to, attend 
college than the college preparatory course. Even in such 
subjects as English and Science, where pupils represent 
all three courses, the work of those in the civic curriculum 
is fitted, in a very practical way, to their every day needs. 


The business course is definitely a vocational course 
and is designed for those who expect to do clerical work. 


Parents should consider carefully the course decided upon 


for their child and then make sure he does not deviate 
from it. 


Tape Recorder 
The tape recorder purchased this year has been a 
decided aid in the correction of errors in English and in 
music. Its use in improving speech habits has already 
been demonstrated. 


<> 
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Driver Training 


This course has been offered for three years to all 
senior high school pupils who were over 16 years of age. 
The course is taught by instructors approved by the 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles and the textbooks are sup- 
plied through the registry. The textbook, “Man and the 
Motor Car,” requires 22 hours of classroom work. There 
are eighteen chapters on such subjects as “The Car—What 
Makes It Go,” “Rules of the Road,” etc. Three moving 
picture films and nine sets of film strips are used covering 
such phases as parking the car, turning, driving, driver 
fitness and attitude. 


Eight hours behind the wheel in the dual control car 
is also required. It is significant that so far none of the 
over a hundred pupils who have completed the course have 
been involved in an accident. 


All Island Orchestra 

Our excellent progress in instrumental music in 
Tisbury, Oak Bluffs and Edgartown schools has made pos- 
sible bringing the three orchestras together in a single 
all Island unit. Concerts have been staged in all three 
towns and the combined orchestra has appeared several 
times at mainland concerts. The fine work of the three 
school orchestra associations of parents in raising money 
for travel expenses as well as the purchase of instruments, 
has been a decided factor in the success of the project. 


Penmanship 


Results now apparent justify the judgment of the 
Committee in employing W. L. Rinehart to introduce his 
System of teaching writing. Mr. Rinehart or one of his 


assistants visit the school each month, lay out the work 
for the coming month in each class, teach a lesson and take 
papers for grading. A class chart shows progress and there 
is much effort to win the gold seal of accomplishment. 
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New Laws 
The last session of the legislature enacted two laws 
that effect the Oak Bluffs school. 


1. All school employees must have a chest X-ray prior 
to July 1st. The X-rays will be given without cost under 
the direction of the Pocasset sanatorium. 


2. All gross income from athletic events must be de- 
posited with the town treasurer. The town meeting may 
add to this fund and all bills for athletics must be paid 
from it. The account will be a “revolving fund” and any 
balance at the end of the year will be carried forward to 
the following year. 


The report of the principal and special teachers fol- 
low and I refer them to you for details of the year’s work. 


In closing I wish to emphasize again that we have 
a fine school. Its success is due in no small measure to 
the excellent teaching staff, a conscientious School Com- 
mittee and a large group of parents who have shown inter- 
est and a co-operative attitude far above the average. 
It is an inspiration and pleasure to work with this group.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1950. 


Throughout the course of the school year we have 
continued to focus our attention on the adequate train- 
ing of the youth of Oak Bluffs. In meeting our challenge 
we have tried to keep in mind the immediate needs and 
ultimate goals toward which our pupils must strive. In a 
world that is so restless with indecisions it sometimes 
seems that our efforts are, in part at least, hopeless; but 
upon reflection we take courage in that we have made 
progress and past results will aid us in future plans. 


In February our elementary school building was re- 
opened. The renovations and improvements have made 
the classrooms more attractive, and the general appear- 
ance has become healthier and more restful. No longer do 
we use the third floor, which eliminates, in part, any repe- 
tition of last year’s difficulties. 


It is the good fortune of the school to be able to 
continue the work in remedial reading. By assigning 
smaller groups to a specially trained teacher we are better 
able to analyze difficulties and prescribe remedies. I wish 
to stress, however, that the process is not always simple, 
at times, rather slow, and it takes constant application 
on the part of the pupil and full cooperation of the parents 
to achieve the desired results. 
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I am particularly pleased with the results of the 
Rinehart Penmanship System. Even after three months 
of trial noteworthy progress is noted in all grades. 


In our High School, the Student Council continues 
to operate with merit. While a new state statute has de- 
prived this body of handling athletic finances, the group 
still assumes the responsibilities of planning assemblies, 
recommending policies with regard to behavior and care 
of the building, and sponsoring social activities. 


Our program of health and physical education has 
already begun to show results of the firm foundation 
which was laid over three years ago. Already more boys 
and girls are participating in interscholastie contests, and 
the degree of success is beginning to become evident. In 
addition to baseball, softball, and basketball, volleyball 
was added to the girls’ program this year. 


During the year two plays were presented. ‘“The Mid- 
night Son’’ was produced in March, and “The Dutch De- 
tective’ was offered in December. Both of these produc- — 
tions were well. received, and the respective casts gained — 
valuable experiences. The proceeds of these plays were ~ 
used to defray the major portion of the expenses of the ~ 
Washington Trip. This trip is taken annually in April in 
company with the seniors of Tisbury and Edgartown. 


“The Review” continues to make its regular appear- 
ances throughout the year. Once again one of our pupils 
was honored by being chosen the winner of the Rodney 
Dutcher Award. This award is given to the senior in the — 
three island High Schools who has shown the most pro-— 
ficiency in the field of journalism. 


An All Island Orchestra unit, composed of the more ~ 
advanced students of the three schools, was formed during | 
the year. Seventeen members of this group were from 
Oak Bluffs and shared with the others the well-deserved 
praise of those who heard their five public concerts. | 
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While the aforementioned group has monopolized 
most of the publicity, I am pleased to report that the work 
in the field of instrumental music is progressing with more 
enthusiasm than has been evident for the last few years. 
We have been aided materially by the newly formed Or- 
-chestra Association whose assistance in procuring instru- 
ments and in motivating young pupils is greatly appre- 
ciated. 


In the spring we presented an evening of choral music 
which delighted and surprised a large and appreciative 
audience. 


As the year came to a close we received a bicycle rack, 
a donation of our active Parent-Teachers Association. This 
addition fills a long-desired need, and we are grateful to 
all who made this gift possible. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the school committee, 
the superintendent, and the faculty for their assistance 
and cooperation.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Mr. Arthur B. Lord 
Superintendent of Schools 


My dear Mr. Lord: 


I hereby submit the annual report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1950. 


From the book “Health in the Schools” issued by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education I quote the fol- 
lowing: 


“Today education is thought of in terms of prepar- 
ing the child for living. He goes to school not only to 
learn about the world in which he lives, but also to learn 
how to live in that world. Therefore, responsibility for the 
child’s physical, mental, social, and vocational success is 
inevitably accepted by the school with as much concern 
as is the matter of his education in the traditional aca- 
demic subjects. Mental hygiene and education are collab- 
erating to produce an individual with a well-rounded per- 
sonality, who in addition to having acquired academic 
information, has the capacity for a successful adaptation 
to life. 


“In every school there are children who are erratic in 
their school progress, perplexing in their behavior and 
who present various types of personality defects. Influ- 
ences within the child, the home, school or neighborhood 
are often responsible for these difficulties. Other causes 
are poor home-child relationship, poor home-school rela- 
tionship, poor individual teacher-child relationship and 
incorrect placement in grade.” 
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I am sure when you read this you will realize the 
importance of co-operation between the school and home. 
We need to work together in stressing the fundamental 
care of teeth. We try to encourage your child to go to the 
dentist. I trust you will see that your child does so.

Art—Theodore C. Meinelt, Teacher. 


Art Education in the school is a time, when the indi- 
vidual can learn to create, follow directions, to use their 
minds and hands to help themselves. It is a time to enjoy 
life and bring to others a moment of joy and beauty. 


A child in art trains to use his outer eyes and his 
inner eyes for his own pleasures and thoughts of right. 
In a world of turmoil the child with proper guidance can 
lighten the cares of people with imaginative work. 


During the early years, the child uses art education 
mainly to express, with color, line and form, his imagina- 
tion and individual likings. Mechanics of materials and 
their proper use is started at this age. 


The child of the intermediate level is conscious, not 
only of himself, but also of his classmates, school and . 
community. Introduction to other peoples and their con- 
tribution to better world living is utilized in art lessons. 
Here the child appreciates the enrichment of his life, as 
given him by those who surround him. 


Art in the junior high school is to develop the appre- 
ciation of other people, places, pictures and times, that 
have gone to construct our heritage. This is done through 
the study of the work of artists and their lives and times. 


On the higher art level the techniques are defined and 
interests and learnings are guided for the individual’s im- 
provment and sight. Homemaking art classes present to 
the students the basic elements to assist the homemaker, 
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upon which they may enrich their present and future to. 
their own individual! capacities. 


Instrumental Music—Rudolph A. Fiebich, Teacher. 


I can truthfully say that a ereater interest has been 
shown this year by both the members of the Orchestra 
and those who are just receiving instructions. 


The performance of the members of this school play 
a very important part in making the All Island Orchestra 
the fine organization that it is. 


Several new members have received instructions on 
various instruments this term. The All Island Orchestra 
performed in New Bedford in addition to the three con- 
certs given on the island. 


Domestic Art—JoAnne Libby, Teacher. 


The Domestic Science Department is fundamentally 
made up of the activities involved in cooking and sewing. 
This includes the study and practical preparation of food 
and the actual sewing of clothes and articles for the home. | 


Grades 5 and 6 are taught the basic fundamentals of 
sewing. They make such articles as hand towels, animals, 
pot holders and knitting. There is also some practice on 
the sewing machines. 


Grade 7 studies the fundamental workings and care 
of the sewing machine. They do such projects as skirts, 
blouses and aprons. In addition a course in good grooming 
is included in the year’s work. 


Grades 8-12 study food and nutrition and practice the 
Studied ideas in preparation of breakfast, dinner, lunch, 
serving formal and informal teas and holiday meals and 
sidelights. Half the year is devoted to the activities. The 
other half consists of the sewing of clothes, correct choice 
of clothes and a study of sewing as applied to the home. 
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Vocal Music—Eleanor Witherill, Teacher. 


The principle aim of the music department is to 
maintain and further the child’s love for music. It is 
natural for most children to want to sing as a means of 
self-expression. 


Vocal music in the elementary grades consists of rote 
songs, theory, note reading, part songs in the fifth and 
sixth grades, and music appreciation. To make the child 
“tone conscious” is one of the main objectives of elemen- 
tary school music. 


Music in the Junior High School continues the work 
of the grades in preparation for High School Music. 


The music program in the High School is made up by 
the Girls Glee Club, which has about thirty members, and 
the Music Division of the Homemaking Course. The Glee 
Club meets weekly and plans to put on a concert in the 
Spring. 


The musie class in the Homemaking Course has en- 
deavored to learn the value and appreciation of music for 
children. They have also studied how to apply music as 
a means of entertainment at parties for small children.

Report of Annual Town Meeting 
| February 14, 1951 


The adjourned town meeting reconvened at the Island Theatre 
at 7 P. M. with the meeting being called to order by the Moderator, 
Benjamin F. Morton. The meeting opened with prayer by Rev. Cor- 
nelius O’Neill, Assistant Pastor of the Island Catholic Churches. 


It was voted that the call of the meeting and the officer’s return 
only be read by the Town Clerk. 


The Constables made a count of the voters present which num- 
bered one hundred seventy-five (175). 


The business contained in the warrant was continued and voted 
as follows: 


ARTICLE 2. The following officers were duly elected by the 
Town Clerk casting one ballot, and the following were so duly 
declared elected:

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ARTICLE 3. Voted: That the Town Report be accepted as the 
Report of the Board of Selectmen. Charles E. Downs, Secretary of 
the Gymnasium Committee, presented the following report for the 
Committee: 


REPORT OF GYMNASIUM COMMITTEE 


Subsequent to the Special Town Meeting of May 22, 1950, the 
Gymnasium Building Committee entered into a contract with the 
architects, Rich and Tucker, to prepare plans and specifications 
for the proposed Gymnasium. After five meetings the advertisements 
for bids were duly published in the Gainey Construction News, the 
Dodge Bulletin, and the Vineyard Gazette. Sealed bids were opened 
publicly in the Selectmen’s rooms with the following proposals sub- 
mitted on August 8, 1950: 


Eisenberg and Marden $218,800 
Poley Abrams Corporation 192,700 
Park Construction Company 228,000 


The committee was disappointed in the amounts of the bids 
and also over the fact that no island contractors submitted a pro- 
posal. One island contractor, who was known to have taken out a set 
of plans, was consulted as to the reasons why he failed to submit 
a bid. Several suggestions were made and after an exchange of 
ideas between the island contractor and the architect, it was deemed 
feasible to continue the project in a slightly revised form. 


The amended plans and specifications were prepared and adver- 
tised. Bids were opened on September 14, 1950 with only one Dic 
posal submitted: 


Frank L. Norton & Son $168,417.49 


Realizing that all the bids were over and above the appropri- 
ation, the committee set about the task of trying to determine the 
best way to solve their problem. The architect was again consulted 
as to possible solutions but as yet no satisfactory results have been 
forth coming. 


Un to the present the committee has authorized the payment 
of the following bills: 
Advertising $79.10 (Page 38, Town Report) 
Survey and Plans 28.50 
Architect Fees 6,904.68 


$7,012.28 


By way of explanation, the architect has been paid 75 per cent 
of 6% per cent of $133,850.00 which equals $6,525.98 plus $379.50 
as the cost charges for authorized revisions. This represents com- 
plete payment for work done up to this point. If in the future the 
building is again put out to bids and contracts are let, the architects 
have agreed to carry on from here for 25 per cent of 6% per cent 
of the price contracted for. 


The unexpended balance at the present time is $140,987.72. 


The Treasurer, as he was so authorized, borrowed in the name 
of the Town of Oak Bluffs from Easterbrook and Company $120,000 
for 12 years at 1% per cent interest. While our plans are indefinite 
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he has re-invested this money in 90 days demand notes at 1% per 
cent interest credited to the Town. The result is that it is costing the 
Town % per cent net to carry this amount of money in reserve 
while our plans are at a stand still. 


The committee wishes to extend its appreciation to the treasurer 
for his cooperation and interest in handling the financial matters 
of the project. 


The committee feels that there are several extenuating circum- 
stances which have as yet prevented the completion of its assigned 
task. However, we hope that we continue to merit your confidence 
and we pledge to keep on trying to fulfill the obligations invested 
- in us. We still believe that a new gymnasium is a necessity and 
we shall continue toward that goal with the interest of Oak Bluffs 
uppermost in our minds.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the period from 
June 1, 1950, the date of the previous examination, to June 
2, 1951, the following report being submitted thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town, 
or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and verified by comparison with the reports and records 
of the town accountant. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town 
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accountant were examined and checked. The receipts as 
recorded were compared with the town treasurer’s records 
of receipts and with the departmental records of payments 
to the treasurer, while the recorded payments were 
checked with the treasurer’s record of disbursements and 
with the treasury warrants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropria- 
tions and transfers were checked with the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings and with the records of the 
finance committee, the necessary adjusting entries were 
made, and a balance sheet showing the financial condition - 
of the town on June 2, 1951 was prepared and is appended 
to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and checked to the accountant’s books, with 
the departmental records of payments to the treasurer, 
and with the other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury, while the disbursements were 
checked with the treasury warrants. . 


The treasurer’s cash balance on June 2, 1951 was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balances with state- 
ments furnished by the banks of deposit, by examination 
of the securities, and by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and 
with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the trust funds in custody of the town 
treasurer were examined and listed. The income was 
proved and the amounts transferred to the town were 
verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by 
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the town were examined and checked. The taxes trans- 
ferred to the tax title account were checked with the col- 
lector’s records, the redemption of tax titles and sales of 
tax possessions were compared with the treasurer’s re- 
ceipts, and the tax titles and tax possessions as listed were 
reconciled with the accountant’s ledger. 


It is recommended that proceedings be started by the 
town treasurer to foreclose the rights of redemption on all 
tax titles held over two years, as required by law. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked. The tax and excise accounts out- 
standing at the time of the previous examination, as well 
as all subsequent lists, were audited and reconciled with 
the assessors’ warrants. The payments to the treasurer 
were checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the recorded 
abatements were compared with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted, the transfers to the tax title account 
were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and reconciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


The commitments of departmental and water ac- 
counts were examined and checked. Thé recorded pay- 
ments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book, the abatements were verified, and the outstand- 
ing accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective 
ledger accounts. 


Attention is called to the uncollected departmental 
accounts which date back to 1942, and it is therefore 
recommended that all these delinquent accounts be care- 
fully examined, and, if any are determined to be uncol- 
lectible, they be abated by the departments committing 
the accounts for collection. 


The outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water 
accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, and from the replies received thereto 
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it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the 
selectmen, the town clerk, and the milk inspector were 
examined and the payments to the State and to the town 
treasurer were verified. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to 
furnish them were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Dis- 
trict Department of Veterans’ Services were examined and 
checked, and, due to the withdrawal of all of the towns in 
this district in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
229, Acts of 1948, the cash on hand at the time of the dis- 
continuance of the functions of the district was returned 
to the towns comprising the district. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures, 
and of the library and cemetery departments, as well as of 
all other departments collecting money for the town or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and reconciled, with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s 
books. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended 
to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, depart- 
mental, and water accounts, together with tables showing 
the condition and transactions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


December 31, 1951 
To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


The Water Department of the Town of Oak Bluffs, 
as we have said before, is progressing slowly. 


We have since its purchase May Ist, 1944, installed 
8,223 feet of new mains—replaced mains 3,535 feet, and 
132 new services have been installed. 


There are in the Town. of Oak Bluffs the following 
feet of mains:

As you will notice there are 17,723.7 feet of small 
mains which will eventually have to be replaced. 


There are numerous dead ends which must be tied in 
so that all areas have sufficient pressure. 
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There is much territory with no mains, among them 
Barnes Road, Lagoon and Hethern Heights, East Chop, 
County Road, Elmwood Heights, Eastville and other sec- 
tions of the town. 


We have a wrought iron standpipe, built in 1891, 60 
years ago. It needs a bitumastic coating on the inside to 
prevent it from corroding and leaking. A recent estimate 
was $4,500.00. If the standpipe should collapse because of 
its age, which has been known to happen elsewhere, a new 
standpipe would cost approximately $20,000.00. : 


Our pump is in need of repairs also because of its age 
and use. The repairing costs seem so high that a new 
pump is being considered, which would mean another 
$1,000.00 expenditure. 


Our buildings and reservoirs seem to be in fairly good 
shape. Our men are constantly making minor repairs— 
touching up the paint—cleaning reservoirs and making re- 
pairs to the machinery. 


There is an unlimited amount of work being done at 
the pumping station, on the pumping station grounds, at 
the reservoirs and the large area around the reservoirs. 
This work is being done at all times in order that we meet 
up with the specifications and approval of the engineers 
from the State Department of Health who inspect without 
notification. 


We are again this year presenting statistics showing 
revenue and expenditures of the Water Department.

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Report of Shellfish Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of the Shellfish Department 
for 1951. 


Clams: 110 bushels of seed clams obtained from the 
State were planted in Lagoon Pond to help build up that 
area where results appear encouraging. 


Quahaugs: The natural set of seed in most areas 
appears good. Family permits accounted for the greater 
part of those taken. Of some 825 bushels of quahaugs, 
475 bushels were taken commercially. 


Scallops: 3050 bushels of seed scallops were moved 
from beds in Lagoon Pond where they were too thick to 
grow properly, to ground nearer the bridge and the South 
part where growing conditions are excellent and results 
were highly satisfactory. 


Starfish: 188 bushels were removed from Lagoon 
Pond. ; 


6345 bushels of scallops were taken commercially 
from Lagoon Pond, including a few from. Vineyard Haven 
Harbor. 


1392 bushels of scallops were taken from Sengekon- 
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tacket Pond, mostly from the area where the newly 
dredged channel had increased the flow of water. 56 
bushels were taken on family permits. 


Some sea clams and a considerable number of crabs 
were taken by our Summer visitors and they continue to 
express their appreciation of the opportunity to take them 
from clean waters.

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Report of 
Bureaus of Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1954 Oak Bluffs had an average of 81 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Of these cases, 12 are with- 
out settlement and 7 are settled in other cities and towns. 
Two hundred and seventy-two visits were made to the 
recipients by the Social Worker in accordance with Old 
Age Assistance regulations that a minimum of two visits 
per year be made and recorded to each recipient. The 
total expenditure for the year including cash grants, 
medical, hospital and any other needs was $76,601.36. Of 
this amount $15,724.43 applied to all medical care. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average of 4 cases 
with forty-eight visits made and recorded as the regu- 
lation governing this category of assistance requires four 
visits per year per case. Total expenditure including cash 
grants, medical, hospital, and any other needs was 
$5720.67. Of this amount $1037.97 applied to all medical 
eare. A voluntary cash refund of $150.00 was received 
from a recipient.

For the year 1951 we wish to make the following 
report: 


COST OF EDUCATION

The average cost per pupil in Massachusetts was 
$222.86 for the school ending last June. The cost in Oak 
Bluffs was $211.09 for the same period. We are pleased 
to have kept the pupil cost below the State average and 
yet offered educational advantages that are not found in 
many larger communities. 


It is regrettable that the proposed new gymnasium 
is not a reality. We believe that with new plans a gym- 
nasium that will meet all the needs of the school will be 
erected during the year 1952. 


Following the plan of previous years modern school 
desks and chairs were purchased for a single classroom 
in the elementary building. 


The Committee is much pleased with the succcessful 
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start made in the general shop. 


We find several classes in the elementary building 
crowded. We propose the employment of an additional 
teacher in September.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and 
Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


I have the honor to submit herein my sixteenth annual 
report: 


PERSONNEL 


In June, William Golden, who for 16 years was 
teacher of electrical work in the Vocational Department 
supported by the town and State jointly, retired, and the 
Vocational Department was abolished. | 


Others who resigned were: 


Mary E. Gildersleeve who was teacher of Social 
Studies and French, Helena Downs teacher of Grade I and 
Elinora Hannigan teacher of Physical Education for girls, 
Eulalie S. Morris who for two years had taught the extra 
elementary class and Mrs. Dorothy Fisher Dickie who for 
two years had served as teacher of Grade IV. 


Lorraine Domingue of Stoneham, a graduate of 
Fitchburg Teachers’ College, was employed to teach Grade 
I. 


Roberta Buckingham of Wayland was engaged to 
teach Grade IV. Miss Buckingham was graduated from 
Framingham Teachers’ College in June. 


Doris Goyetche was employed to teach Physical Edu- 
cation and Science and Geography in Grades VII and VIII. 
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Miss Goyetche was graduated in June from Bridgewater — 
Teachers’ College. Her home is in Gloucester. 


Mary G. Bernard of Winsted, Connecticut, was em- 
ployed to teach Social Studies and French. Miss Bernard 
was graduated from Boston University in June. 


Robert J. Bolduc of Winslow, Maine, a graduate of 
Gorham State Teachers’ College, was engaged to organ- 
ize and open the new general shop. - 


SIZE OF CLASSES 


Oak Bluffs is faced with a problem as to size of 
classes. You will note by the statistical tables that we 
now have 388 pupils in Grade II, 36 in Grade III and 39 
in Grade IV. These classes are too large for either children 
or teachers to do their best work. Additional teaching 
service is necessary. 


GENERAL SHOP 


The general shop, which opened in September, is off 
with a good start. The boys, under the supervision of the 
instructor, Mr. Bolduc, have renovated the room. They 
painted the walls and floor and have made new benches. 
So far the work has been primarily in wood but electrical, 
metal and cement work are to follow. Income from the 
Barbey fund, formerly credited to the school, was used for 
the purchase of new machinery. 


GYMNASIUM 


It was unfortunate that the bids for the erection of a 
gymnasium exceeded the funds available for the purpose. 
I am confident, however, that a building that will meet 
all the needs of the school can be built with available 
funds. 


Oak Bluffs’ school is one of the smaller schools of the 
state and we cannot expect all the facilities and luxuries 
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found in larger school systems. Island schools have shown 
no perceptible increase in size during the past twenty 
years. In 1931 there were 348 pupils in Oak Bluffs and this 
fall there were 320. There is no ae of future in- 
crease in size. 


All the town needs, in so far as the school is con- 
cerned, is a plainly constructed, modest building free of 
frills and gadgets that will meet the need of a school 
enrollment of some 350 pupils. I feel sure that Mr. Walter 
Gaffney, the architect who has prepared the sketches, can 
give us such a building well built and providing for every ~ 
need of the school if he is given a free hand in planning 
for it. 


EVALUATION OF ACTIVITIES 


The Oak Bluffs school is one of the small systems of 
the state having a high school. Of the 231 high schools 
in the state, there are but 12 smaller than that of Oak 
Bluffs. Size does not measure efficiency, however. Many 
features of our schools are outstandingly good and the 
training given is equal to that given in the larger schools 
of the state. 


Among the activities in which we are justified in feel- 
ing pride are: 
A homemaking course for girls 
A general shop for boys 
An outstanding school orchestra 
A program of art education 
Special instruction in penmanship 


Special instruction in nature in coopera- 
tion with the Audubon Society 


An excellent program in vocal music 
A course in driver training 
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Three courses taught by efficient teach- 
ers preparing pupils for college, busi- 
ness, citizenship (Civic Curriculum) 


There is always an opportunity for improvement and 
we should be constantly endeavoring to give girls and 
boys the very best possible education. Personally, I feel 
great satisfaction as I evaluate our accomplishments to 
date. 


IN CONCLUSION 


In my forty-one years of working in public school 
systems in three states, I have found no communities with 
finer boys and girls, more co-operative parents or a citi- 
zenry more ready to give schools moral and financial - 
support. Working with school committees, principals, 
teachers and other school employees has been a pleasure 
that has contributed much toward making my sixteen 
years on Martha’s Vineyard one of the happiest periods 
of my life.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Mr. Arthur B. Lord 
Superintendent of Schools 


Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1951. 


By way of repetition I again emphasize that a school 
is not a building, books, desks and blackboards, but rather 
it is people—pupils and teachers—working together day 
by day toward a better life in a democratic society. Thus, 
a school should be judged by the extent to which it meets 
the needs of ALL pupils who attend it, including those 
who, for one reason or another, terminate their formal 
education either before or with graduation. The total pro- 
gram of the Oak Bluffs Schools is built around this basic 
principle and a constant effort is made to meet the needs 
of the youth. 


In September a course in General Shop replaced our 
State-Aided Electrical Course. At present 45 boys are ~ 
receiving instruction in the field of woodworking. As soon 
as possible we intend to include metal, electrical, and 
-cement work in our offerings to these pupils. In my 
opinion, the inclusion of this course has filled a long-felt 
need in our Civic Curriculum because we have been able 
to offer this type of activity to more than three times as 
many pupils as was possible under the State Aid set-up. 


Although it is not an integral part of the shop pro- 
gram, Mechanical Drawing has been added to the electives 
in the Academic Curriculum. Already thirteen boys have 
begun instruction in this subject and are deriving much 
satisfaction from their assignments. 
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It is not my intention to overlook the work accom- 
plished in the Academic and Business Curriculums. Past 
records are sufficient proofs of the value of such courses. 
However, when we realize that a vast majority of the 

~pupils end their formal education with high school gradu- 
ation, we must admit that new emphasis in curriculum 
planning will take root in the Civic Curriculum. 


Our program of health and physical education con- 
tinues to function in an effective manner. While we are 
handicapped to some extent by an inadequate gymnasium, 
we still maintain a complete course for all pupils in the 
school. 


“Ghost Road” was the dramatic selection chosen this 
year for our annual public presentation. This melodrama 
was superbly cast, ably directed, and well received. The 
proceeds of this play will be used to defray the major 
portion of the expenses of the Washington Trip. 


“The Review” is the product of our emphasis in the 
field of Journalism. The mimeographed paper makes its 
appearance regularly throughout the year and affords 
pupils the opportunity to experience the techniques and 
skills involved in the publication. 


There is still noteworthy progress being made in the 
field of instrument music. Each year has seen an increase 
in the number from Oak Bluffs who have become members 
of the All Island Orchestra. This fact, in addition to the 
commendable performance of our band, speaks highly of 
the success of this activity. 


Our elementary school program continues to function 
in a satisfactory manner. We have continued to try to 
meet the needs of the pupils on the level at which each is 
capable of success. As usual, our remedial reading pro- 
gram is a distinct asset in aiding us to achieve our_ 
objectives. v3 
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In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the school committee and the faculty for their loyal cooper- 
ation and assistance. I also wish to especially mention 
the high esteem we hold for our superintendent who has 
always exemplified the highest ideals of his important 
office. His devotion to the task of improving our school 
system will long be remembered.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE

My dear Mr. Lord: 


I hereby submit the annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1951. 


These are changing times and I would like to present 
some of the recommendations the Committee of School 
Health presented to the Council of the Massachusetts 
Medical Society. They reported in part: 


1. A program for health services to children of school 
age should emphasize family, professional and community 
responsibility. 


2. Health Appraisal: Its purpose should be to find 
children with defects or health problems who need diag- 
nosis or treatment or both and at the same time provide 
favorable educational experience for the child and his 
parents. 
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8. Periodic health appraisal by the child’s own physi- 
cian interspersed with periodic health appraisal within 
the school. 


4. In the past every child has had a brief examination, 
chiefly a screening test. Now the examinations will be 
less frequent but will be more thorough. 


5. Health appraisals in the school will be performed 
annually on: 


a. Pupils taking part in athletics. 
b. Pupils referred from teacher-nurse confer- 
- ences. 
ec. Pupils who show a deviation from expected 
pattern. 
d. Pupils entering school.

Instrumental Music—Rudolph Fiebich, Teacher | 


The interest in the orchestra in this town is evidenced 
by the increase in pupils and full schedule. | 


One student: was chosen to perform in Auburn, Maine, 
with the New England Festival Orchestra and a repeat 
concert held in the Boston Garden. 


The complete orchestra played with the all-Island 
group in three concerts presented on the Island and also 
in New Bedford during the Music Festival held there in 
May. 


Vocal Music—Eleanor Witherill, Teacher 


The purpose of teaching music in school is to give 
every child an opportunity to participate and enjoy an 
art. This should remain with them throughout life in both 
the home and community. 


Vocal music in the first six grades is composed of note 
singing, the fundamentals of music, note reading, part 
songs and music appreciation. Training the child’s ear 
plays an important part in elementary school music. . 


Junior High School music continues the elementary 
school training and also helps to further the student’s own 
current interest in music. | 

High School Music consists of a Girls’ Glee Club and 
the music section of the Homemaking Course. The Girls’ 
Glee Club participated in school activities and the High 
School boys also took part in the Graduation program. | 


The Glee Club meets weekly and plans to take part in 
the All Island Chorus and Orchestra Concert in the Spring. 
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The music division of the Homemaking Course con- 
sists of the study of music appreciation for both children 
and adults, selecting music on phonograph radio, and tele- 
vision, and the value of music in the home and com- 
munity. 


Art—Theodore C. Meinelt, Teacher 


For some the spark of light comes through art. This 
spark is the beauty we are all searching. If we can kindle 
this spark, we feel we are on the right path. 

In the primary grades familiarization with people 


and objects about the children are stressed. This guidance 
will foster interest, good will, and understanding. 


The intermediate grades art work is corrolated with 
other studies and with seasonal interests. At this level, 
imaginative drawings add enthusiasm to the art curricu- 
lum and fill the need for fantasy as a creative outlet. 


Junior High is introduced to Art Appreciation, not 
only of pictures, but also beautiful objects that have 
created our American Scene. The artist, too, as in the case 
of Audubon, is used as an educational stimulus for con- 
tributing to others. 


High School students choose art as an elective. These 
students, for the most part, have leaning or gifts in this 
field. Guidance in all phases of art and media is introduced 
at this time. 


Art is a part of the Homemaking Course and is offered 
as a guide to young homemakers. Enthusiastic students 
can learn of the problems in making attractive homes and 
are offered some remedies through this education. 


Our daily lives can be enriched through a true experi- 
ence with art. 
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Domestic Science—Patricia Linehan, Teacher 


The Domestic Science Department has two definite 
objectives to accomplish. First, to acquaint the students 
with the basic principles of cooking and sewing, and sec- 
ond, to see that these principles are practiced, using the 
proper methods and procedures. " 


Grades 5 and 6 have been introduced to the operation 
of the sewing machine. In the process of making aprons, 
pot holders, and gathered skirts, they have the oppor- 
tunity to practice the fundamental stitches of hand sew- 
ing, as well as machine sewing. 


Grade 7 is learning to become more independent in the 
preparation and operation of the sewing machine. At this 
level, emphasis is placed on the selection and use of a 


commercial pattern for projects such as skirts, blouses, — | 


pajamas, and jumpers. 


Sewing technique improves only through practice, 


therefore, as individual progress is made, the projects be- — | 


come more complex and interesting. 


The first term for grades 8-12 is being devoted to the 
planning and preparation of well-balanced meals, with 
“The Basic Seven” as a guide. The basic foods for break- 
fast, lunch or supper, dinner, lunch boxes, and teas are 
receiving individual study based on economy and need. 


The second term will consist of advanced lessons in 
clothing selection, construction, and alteration in relation 
to the ethics and art of dress.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the period 
from June 3, 1951 to October 10, 1952, made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws.

B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs 
for the period from June 8, 1951, the date of the previous 


examination, to October 10, 1952, the following report 
being submitted thereon: 


The books and accounts in the town accountant’s 
office were examined, checked, and compared with the 
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records of the several departments in which money is col- 
lected or bills are committed for collection and with the 
records of the town treasurer. 


The general and appropriation accounts in the ledger 
were analyzed, the appropriations and transfers being 
compared with the town clerk’s record of financial votes 
passed by town meetings and with the finance committee’s 
authorization of transfers from the reserve fund. 


A trial balance was taken off proving the accounts to 
be in balance, and a balance sheet, showing the financial 
condition of the town on October 10, 1952, was prepared 
and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The cash book was footed 
and the recorded receipts were analyzed and compared 
with the departmental records of payments to the treas- 
urer and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury. The disbursements were compared 
with the approved treasury warrants and with the town 
accountant’s books. The treasurer’s cash balance on 
October 10, 1952, was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with statements furnished by the banks of deposit, 
by verification of the securities, and by actual count of 
the cash in the office. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were checked with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the several trust funds in custody of 
the town treasurer were examined and listed. The income 
was proved and the transfers to the town were verified. 


The tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and listed. The amounts transferred to the 
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tax title account were compared with the tax books, the 
recorded redemptions of tax titles and sales of tax posses- 
sions were compared with the treasurer’s recorded re- 
ceipts, the foreclosures and disclaimers were verified, and 
the tax titles and tax possessions on hand were reconciled 
with the accountant’s ledger and compared with the rec- 
ords in the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The tax, excise, and de- 
partmental aécounts outstanding according to the previous 
examination, as well as all subsequent commitments. 
were audited and proved to the warrants issued for their 
collection. The recorded receipts were checked with the 
payments to the town treasurer and with the accountant’s 
ledger, the abatements were compared with the records in 
the assessors’ and other departments authorized to grant 
such credits, the taxes transferred to the tax title account 
were proved, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The commitments of water accounts were examined 
-and checked. The recorded payments to the treasurer by 
the water department were compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book, the abatements were verified, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved. 


It was noted that the by-laws of the town provide that 
the collector of taxes shall collect under the title of town 
collector all accounts due the town. It is therefore recom- 
mended that all accounts receivable, including the accounts 
receivable of the water department, be committed to the 
town collector in accordance with Chapter 5A of the by- 
laws of the town. 


The outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water 
accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 


84 


money to the town, and from the replies received thereto 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The records of dog and sporting licenses 
issued were examined, the payments to the town treas- 
urer being checked with the treasurer’s cash book and 
the payments to the State being compared with the re- 
ceipts on file. 


The surety bonds filed by the several town officials 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined 
and found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen, the sealer 
of weights and measures, and of the school, library, and 
cemetery departments, as well as of all other departments 
receiving money for the town, were examined and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified. 


There were appended to this report, in addition to 
the balance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s and the town collector’s cash, summaries of 
the tax, excise, tax title, tax possessions, departmental, 
and water accounts, together with tables showing the con- 
aition and transactions of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit cooperation was 
received from all the officials of the town, for which, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


December 31, 1952 


To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 
We the Water Commissioners would like to call your 


attention to the growth of the Water Department. 
When the Town of Oak Bluffs purchased the Water 


Department in 1944 there were 1631 Services, today there 
are 1771 Services, an increase of 140. 


The total Pumpage for the year 1944 was 56,436,750 
eallons, an average of 154,620 gallons per day. During the 
year 1952 the total Pumpage was 78,837,650 gallons, an 
average of 215,991 gallons per day. 


The Pumpage of 1952 was the largest on record for 
the Town of Oak Bluffs. This was partly due to the dry 
season of last Summer. During July and August 31,873,740 
gallons were pumped, while the pumpage for the same 
period in 1951 was 19,209,500 gallons. An increase of 
12,663,970 gallons. 


These increases in Services and Pumpages, plus the 
high cost of Labor and Materials, have meant an increase 
in the Operating, Maintenance and Improvement Costs. 
Yet there has been no increase in the Water Rates. We 
are not contemplating an increase in Water Rates, al- 
though many Towns have done so. 


In reply to the many inquiries as to how the Water 
Department is being financed, we would like to say that 
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the Water Department is self-supporting. All Water De- 
partment Expenditures are paid out of the Receipts from 
Water Rates. 


There are an unlimited amount of improvements to 
be made in the Water Department and each year out of 
our Revenue we try to accomplish something. 


The following Statistics show what improvements 
have been made, in the laying of the Mains and Services 
and the purchasing of better Equipment. These Statistics 
also show that the Water Department is being purchased 
out of its own Revenue. $96,000.00 having been paid to 
date, together with the Interest charges of $19,637.50. 
$40,268.78 has been transferred from the Water Depart- 
ment Revenue to the Town of Oak Bluffs Surplus Revenue. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank the resi- 
dents of Oak Bluffs (both Summer and all year) for the 
splendid cooperation we received last Summer when the 
pumpage was stopped due to a faulty valve at the bottom 
of the well. Your patience and cooperation was greatly 
appreciated. 


Although the Town of Oak Bluffs has more than an 
ample supply of Water, we ask that when the Fire Siren 
sounds all Hose Connections be turned off. By doing so 
you will create a greater water pressure in the fire area. 
At the “All out” signal hose connections may be turned 
on again. Your cooperation will again be greatly appre- 
ciated. :

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Report of Shellfish Warden 


January 10, 1953 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Everett A. Rogers, Chairman, 
Town of Oak Bluffs. 


Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of the Shellfish Department 
for 1952: 


Clams: Small amounts were taken in all areas and 
indications are that there is a general improvement in the 
set of seed. The planting of seed obtained from the State 
is a definite help, 30 bushels of such seed were planted in 
Sengekontacket Pond this Spring and appear to be doing 
well. 


Quahaugs: Of about 250 bushels 2835 were taken 
commercially, the comparatively low price for the larger 
sizes makes taking them unprofitable, except for such as 
the local markets can use. The price per bushel being little 
if any more in dollars than it was twenty years ago. 


Crabs: Not as plentiful this year as usual and that is 
good for the clams as crabs are about the worst enemies 
that clams have. 


Scallops: 633 bushels of seed were moved to better 
erowing areas in the north part of Lagoon Pond and 88& 
bushels of starfish were taken and destroyed. Also the 
scallop fishermen brought a good number ashore. 


The seed had an unusual amount of a univalve shell- 
fish adhering to them, being equal or exceeding the weight 
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of the seed, which may have reduced their chance of sur- 
vival. This fall there is a much better set of seed in all 
areas than last season and not so many sweet meats in 
Lagoon Pond. 


Scallops taken from Lagoon Pond commercially, 969 
bushels. Family permits, 41 bushels. Sengekontacket Pond, 
595 bushels commercially ; 19 bushels, family permits. 


About 200 bushels of seed scallops were washed 
ashore near Hart Haven. The eelgrass, which is showing 
encouraging growth off there, kept a lot more from drift- 
ing and if the grass increases at the present rate, in a few 
years, we should have a good scallop area there.

Bureaus of Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children 
and Disability Assistance 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1952 Oak Bluffs had an average of 78 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Of these cases, 14 are with- 
out settlement and 6 are settled in other cities and towns. 
Two hundred and twenty-five visits were made to the re- 
cipients by the Social Worker in accordance with Old 
Age Assistance regulations that a minimum of two visits 
per year be made and recorded to each recipient. The total 
expenditure for the year including cash grants, medical, 
hospital and any other needs was $79,589.75 and of this 
amount $12,482.60 applied to all medical care. 


Aid to Dependent Children averaged 514 cases with 

thirty-five visits made and recorded as the regulation 
governing this category of assistance requires four visits 
per year per case. Total expenditure including cash grants, 
medical, hospital, and any other needs was $6,210.15 and 
of this amount $882.85 applied to all medical care. 


Effective late 1951 a new category was established for 
permanently and totally disabled persons known as “Dis- 
ability Assistance.” The case load for this category now 
total 5 cases with a total expenditure of $2,609.45 and of 
this amount $82.90 applied to all medical care.

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Rat Control Program 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Oak Bluffs. 


Gentlemen: 


During the year 1952 approximately 13,000 sources 
of rat infestation were treated. Over two and one-half tons 
of corn meal treated with compound No. 42 were used. 
Areas where this effective new compound is used intelli- 
gently and consistently are kept practically rat free. Its 
effectiveness is indicated by the fact that dumps in the 
county (and dumps are the worst sources of infestation) 
required approximately 30% less treatments than in 1951. 


The men working on this program are well pleased 
with the cooperation they are getting from the citizens 
of the county as a whole and Oak Bluffs is to be particu- 
larly commended for the fine job it is doing in handling 
the dump problem. 


Dukes County is spending $5,000.00 annually in an 
effort to eliminate these destructive and disease carrying 
pests and the full cooperation of both permanent and sea- 
sonal residents is most essential to the further success 
of the program.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


Several important improvements were made this year 
in the school plant and its operation. 


Perhaps the most important step forward was in the 
construction of the new gymnasium-auditorium. This well 
planned building provides badly needed facilities for school 
assemblies, physical education, music, dramatics and com- 
munity functions. Oak Bluffs may well be proud of this 
addition to its school plant. 


It is well for us to keep in mind that the additional 
plant facilities will of necessity increase operating costs. 
Already the school department has employed additional 
part-time janitorial services and the extra cost of heat 
and light is being felt. However, these operating costs will 
be more than repaid in the educational value of uses to 
which the building will be put. 


The old gymnasium was leased to the Martha’s Vine- 
yard Little Theatre with the restriction that the building 
may be used for school purposes at the request of the 
School Committee. The school department thus frees itself 
of operating cost of the old gymnasium and at the same 
time has the use of the building for school purposes when 
desired. 


Improvements were also made in the instructional 
area. A new teacher was employed to care for the pupil 
over load in grades three and four. Heavy enrollments in 
these grades made the extra class necessary. 
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Maps and globes were purchased for all grades study- 
ing geography and history. These instructional materials: 
were sorely needed as the available supply was totally 
inadequate in quantity and quality. 


New duplicating equipment was also purchased. This 
equipment is the type that classroom teachers can use to 
prepare instructional exercises. 


We suffered a severe loss when last year’s shop 
teacher resigned as it was impossible to replace. him. A 
partial program has been carried on since October. Every 
effort is being made to have a fully trained teacher avail- 
able for the beginning of the next school year. 


_ The following statement indicates the net expenditure 
for education during 1952:

It is a pleasure to submit my first annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 


In this report I propose to discuss briefly several edu- 
cational areas that I believe we must explore in the im- 
mediate future. Namely: the school’s job, cooperative edu- 
cational effort among the towns in service training for 
teachers and a more realistic salary schedule. These are 
areas in which I find problems and also possibilities for 
better education. It is important that we chart our edu- 
cational course carefully in these areas because they are 
close to the heart of the whole educational effort. 


THE SCHOOL’S JOB 


Schools today are being asked to accept a tremendous 
responsibility. They are required to take all children, with 
their wide variations in interests, backgrounds and abili- 
ties, and in twelve years help them to acquire the skills, 
knowledges, attitudes and values necessary to play their 
part in this complex world of ours. There is no escaping 
the responsibility. All children are required by law to 
attend school and in addition profound changes in our 
ways of living have thrown more responsibility on the 
school for the development of future citizens. 


No schools, as we know schools today, can do the job 
alone. It must be a cooperative effort between the school 
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and the home and also with the community at large. 
Growing up in this complicated modern society is a com- 
plex process. Guiding this process is a task that would 
challenge a Solomon let alone humble teachers and par- 
ents. Our chances of success are greatest, however, when 
parents and school share the task and are assisted by 
every agency in the community. 


There is great danger that we lose our way in the 
complexity of our responsibility and spread our efforts so 
thinly that we have no depth and quality of educational 
soil. We cannot for a moment forget that our major goal 
is to help boys and girls acquire the vision that leads 
them to their part in the climb of mankind toward higher 
levels. The higher one climbs toward Goodness the more 
one must think in abstractions. Intellectual training is 
thus still vital and we shall fail our responsibility if we 
do not help our pupils to work effectively with intellectual 
tools. 


In brief, then, it is the school’s job to use educational 
media of physical, social and intellectual nature so effect- 
ively that through them pupils acquire the vision that 
will guide them toward better living. Thus we must meet 
the needs of all youth and in whatever area we work in 
and whatever level, keep quality the goal, ever remember- 
ing that a few struggling steps is a tremendous stride 
toward quality for many but to him to whom much is 
given belongs a duty to take the long hard road leading 
to quality that will let him help others to climb higher. 


COOPERATIVE ACTION BETWEEN TOWNS 


It is inevitable that school costs will continue to rise. 
The general trend all over the nation is toward higher 
salaries for teachers and salaries make up the major part 
of school costs. This trend is already making itself felt 
on the Island. It, therefore, is important that we leave 
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no stone unturned that may let us operate with greater 
efficiency and thus cushion rising costs. 


One area that needs careful exploration is coopera- 
tive action between towns. We now employ music teachers, 
an art teacher, a domestic science teacher and a school 
nurse on a cooperative basis. Careful study and skillful 
administration might make it possible to employ other 
_ teachers on the same basis. It would seem also that such 
study might show the way to avoid expensive duplication 
of effort in capital outlay. 


Such a course has many implications and would 
create problems, but the possibilities of improving our 
product and cushioning increasing costs make it important 
that we make such studies. It is quite possible that we 
can discover new paths to follow within our present organ- 
izational structure that will lead toward higher achieve- 
ment on the part of our boys and girls. 


IN SERVICE TRAINING 


Our geographical location. requires the school staff 
to lift itself professionally “by its own boot straps’ as it 
is nearly impossible for teachers to attend university 
classes during the school year. We have no other recourse 
than to conduct our own training programs with such 
help as can be imported. It may be that our efforts can 
be conducted in a manner to merit extension credits to- 
ward the B. S. degree but this is secondary to the goal 
sought. Our big job is to improve ourselves professionally 
and this job never ends, for the moment we stand still we 
start to move backward. 


The School Committee and citizens must recognize 
the importance of supporting in-service training programs. 
We must not lose sight of our goal through our dismay 
over losing teachers who leave us after profiting by our 
in-service program. We gain because our efforts set higher 
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standards for those who remain and those who are new 
on our staff. 


SALARY SCHEDULE 


We must face the salary problem realistically. We 
cannot in one breath say our salary is pretty good and in 
the next condemn the school because of poor teaching. 
While higher salaries is only part of our problem, in the 
long run we get about what we pay for. 


The adjustment of salaries to reward superior 
teachers is an exceedingly difficult task. It is complicated 
by the many, many situations in which a teacher may be 
rated superior, by the emotional uprising of teachers and 
citizens who feel that someone is getting unfair treat- 
ment, by the common practice of basing salary increases 
on years of experience and many more. The rewarding of 
merit is still the only sound basis for determining a 
teacher’s salary but unfortunately no one has found a 
satisfactory method for putting the principle into oper- 
ation. 


Several points should be kept clearly in mind when 
considering teachers’ salaries. 


1. The teacher who can help young people develop 
fine personalities reflecting high development of intellec- 
tual, physical, moral and spiritual values is worth many 
times the highest salary paid anywhere. 


2. A teacher’s salary must enable him to live. He has 
to pay the landlord, grocer and doctor the same as other 
people. If we want teachers to establish homes on the 
Island, maximum salaries attained within a reasonable 
length of time must be adequate to make this possible. 
Living costs are approximately the same here as in the 
metropolitan areas. 


3. The community is entitled to expect good work 
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on the part of its teachers. This must be recognized by 
all parties concerned and merit rewarded to the best of 
our ability. 


_ 4. Teaching is an on-going process. Teachers must 
be ever alert to broaden their own understanding of their 
work and to get greater vision to guide them. This calls 
for constant study and salaries must be adequate fe make 
such study possible. 


5. The geographical location of Martha’s Vineyard 
can work for and against us in attracting teachers. Some 
people will love the kind of life we live here and desire 
to come here if our maximum salary will let them meet 
living costs. Others will need an extra inducement because 
of our somewhat isolated location. Due consideration of 
these facts must be taken when planning a salary schedule. 


In conclusion, may I thank the School Committee, 
the school staff and citizens who have so kindly received 
me on the Island. Truly it is a pleasure to work here.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT —

Dear Sir: 
I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1952. 


In this report I again wish to stress that our school 
is organized so that each pupil will derive for himself 
a training that will develop his talents and adjust his: 
behavior in a manner that will equip him to live pro- 
ductively in a democratic society. This philosophy empha- 
sizes the needs of individuals rather than groups. We are 
concerned with the growth of boys and girls helping them 
to realize more fully the abilities that lie, sometimes dor- 
mantly, within them. 


No longer should we evaluate the success of a school 
system solely by the number of pupils entering schools 
of higher learning but also by the training in habits and 
attitudes that it gives to its pupils. Preparation for college 
is one of the tasks the schools assume. For the vast ma- 
jority who never contemplate further formal education 
the school must offer an enriched program of studies to 
aid pupils to find their place in society. 


In my last report I stated that the new emphasis in 
eurriculum planning must take root in the Civic Curri- 
culum. The success of our course in General Shop is an 


adequate proof of this belief. While we have been forced, 
by circumstances beyond anyone’s control, to curtail some 
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of the offerings in this field, we can count the many advan- 
‘tages that this type of instruction gives to the partici- 
pan‘*s. I hone that in the not too distant future we can in- 
clude a similar type of offering to girls on a much broader 
scale than is now available. 


We accept with pride and gratitude the addition of 
our new gymnasium. Although we have been able to enjoy 
these new facilities for only a short time, we are eagerly 
planning for the new year a more complete program of 
health and physical education than was possible in the 
past. Already there is an awakened interest in the pos- 
sibilities this much needed addition will afford. With our 
expanded facilities we will be able to offer pupils a greater 
variety of training which modern training demands. 


“Manana Is Another Day” was presented as our an- 
nual dramatic offering. The presentation of this three act 
comedy, depicting life in Mexico, was warmly received and 
elicited much praise for the cast and their director. As 
usual the financial returns will be used to defray the ex- 
penses of the Washington Trip 


Once again, one of our pupils won the Rodney Dutcher 
Award. This prize was achieved through the quality of 
contributions made to “The Review,” our mimeographed 
periodical. 


We continue to offer instructions in the field of instru- 
mental music. The preponderance of brass instrumentals 
over the strings has prompted Mr. Fiebich to include band 
numbers in his next all-island concert. In this way a 
larger number of pupils from our school will be able to 
participate in the all-island unit. 


I am pleased to report that the work of the elemen- 
tary school continues to function in a very satisfactory 
manner. With the addition of an extra teacher we have 
been able to achieve better results because of the smaller 
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classes. This decrease in the size of the classes also allows 
our instruction in remedial reading to work more effi- 
ciently. 


In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation to 
the school committee and the faculty for their continued. 
cooperation and assistance. I am also indebted to our new 
superintendent whose expressed ideals and objectives 
augur well for continued success of our school system.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE

Dear Mr. Sweatt: 


_ I hereby submit my annual report for the Town of 
Oak Bluffs for the year ending December 31, 1952. 


This has been a year of changes and the school Health 
Department is no exception. 


The new regulations for the physical examination of 
school children in Massachusetts were enacted for at least 
two reasons, first to enable the school physicians to give 
a more complete examination without spending more time 
and secondly to urge those parents who go regularly to 
their own physicians or would be willing to do so, to have 
a standard physical record form filled out and sent to the 
school, thus eliminating a duplication of health exam- 
inations. 


For years in general throughout the State, the em- 
phasis has been on quantity, examining all pupils because 
that seemed to be what the law said should be done. Now 
by requiring fewer examinations it is hoped that quality 
can be the objective. 


There is a new school health card which is intended 
to make the record more specific and therefore more 
meaningful. Hearing and vision testing heretofore re- 
quired every year for all children are now required every 
other year. This leaves not only time for more skilled test- 
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ing but saves the time of the nurse to do more about the 
children who fail either one or both tests. 


The new regulations require the examination of chil- 
dren in the first, fourth, eighth and twelfth grades, chil- 
dren referred from teacher-nurse conferences, pupils plan- 
ning to participate in competitive athletics annually, and 
children under 16 and over 14 years of age requesting em- 
ployment certificates. 


The school committee or board of Health shall cause 
each child’s weight and height to be measured annually. 
In your school this is done three times each year, hoping 
if a child is losing weight the cause can be determined 
and remedied. 


Once again I want to stress the importance, and need 
for dental care of all pupils. This is most important in 
your child’s life. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the school physi- 
cians, principals, teachers and parents for their coopera- 
tion and assistance.

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Departmental Reports 


Instrumental Music—Rudolph A. Fiebich, Teacher 


Three concerts were given by the Martha’s Vineyard 
All-Island Orchestra as follows. The first was held in De- 
cember at Edgartown, the second in April at Tisbury 
and the final concert in May at the Tabernacle, Oak Bluffs. 
This entire group also took part in the Music Festival in 
May which was held at the New Bedford High School. The 
Oak Bluffs School Band played as usual for the exercises 
held on Memorial Day. 


There are several new members who will make their 
first appearance with the Band and Orchestra at the first 
concert of 1953. 


Vocal Music—Edgar L. White, Jr., Teacher 


Vocal music in the first and second grades has con- 
sisted in having the students first sing seasonal songs 
by rote that appealed to them. Proper breathing and tone 
placement has been brought to the attention of the stu- 
dents. Various tonal and rhythmic patterns with exer- 
cises as found in the songs have been given to develop 
-ear-training and pitch. Time and rhythm regarding the 
time signatures was practiced by clapping the hands, tap- 
ping the feet or by hand gesticulations and imitation. 


A broadening of this program has extended into the 
intermediate grades with careful attention being given to 
time, rhythm, pitch and ear training. Before the Christ- 
mas vacation, students from grades three through six 
were taught the signatures and how to find “do.” 


Sight reading was begun during the latter part of 
November and part singing within the fifth and sixth 
grades. Records have been played as a means of audio-aids, 
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to develop a keener sensitivity to music, and create more 
enthusiasm during the music period with hopes that an 
interest in better music will be followed within the homes 
and community after school hours. 


Reorganization in the Junior High School is being 
continued during the New Year. All voices are being tested 
to determine vocal range and placement of tones for cor- 
rect part singing. New books for two, three and four part 
singing have been purchased for use in Junior High and 
High School Chorus. 


Music in the High School has been on a voluntary 
basis. I have been very much pleased with the enthusiasm 
the girls have shown but hope that more of the boys will 
be present this year. From the High School Choral mem- 
bers, I hope to develop either quartettes, sextets, octettes 
and soloists from the members that show a definite cre- 
ative ability in vocal music as an art. 


A successful all-island Christmas Concert was held at 
the Tisbury Auditorium with over one hundred students 
participating. Another concert for a Spring Festival is 
being planned at Oak Bluffs during the month of April. 


As a summary, vocal music is the inward expression 
of the singer for the production of beauty, gaiety, sorrow 
and spiritual emotions rendered by pure quality of vocal 
tones resulting from physical creativeness of body and 
mind. 


Art—Theodore C. Meinelt, Teacher 


The child’s interest is in his surrounding world. There 
are thousands of secrets tucked in for him to find. Through 
art he makes some of these discoveries. 


Children of the primary grades create pictures of 
people and objects familiar to them, capturing their ideas 
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and creating with their art tools these precious moments 
and vivid experiences. 


The art work in the intermediate grades is concerned 
with stimulating the inborn creative urge by offering 
opportunities to find the answers realistically through ex- 
periment. 


In Junior High School we completed an island project 
of familiar objects and scenes. Types of painting have 
been discussed in order to understand them and differ- 
entiate one from another. 


The students of the High School are offered, under 
guidance, an idea to be developed, sometimes with restric- 
tions and at other times with great range. Gifted students 
are encouraged to develop their natura! gifts. 


The art field of the Homemaking Course has been 
engaged in developing the homemaker’s role in the com- 
munity, and thus reflecting a spirit of pride and cooper- 
ation. 


The creative thinking of the child, based on his 
curiosity and observation, with his desire for experiment 
is teaching him to utilize his opportunities. In the field 
of art these advantages are numerous. 


Domestic Science—Arline M. Clark, Teacher 


The objectives of the Domestic Science Department 
is to an appreciation of wholesome home life and an under- 
standing of the responsibilities and skills involved in home 
economics. The approach is made through the pupils’ pres- 
ent needs and interests with the aim of improving both 
their techniques and skills, and personal and social adjust- 
ment within the home, schoc!l, and community. 


The clothing subject matter in grades 7 through 12 
is presented from the standpoint of the girls’ immediate 
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eoncern, namely improvement of her skill in using the 
sewing machine, acquiring knowledge about the funda- 
mentals of clothing construction, using commercial > 
terns, and the selection and care of clothing. 


In the foods class there are six chief goals which 
we wish to attain. These are as follows: (1) To learn to 
plan and prepare well-balanced meals for breakfast, a 
luncheon or supper, a dinner, lunch boxes and social teas ; 
{2) To learn to serve these meals attractively; (3) To de- 
velop good eating manners; (4) To become more skillful 
in buying food; (5) To form good habits of choosing your 
own daily food, using the Basic Seven Food Groups; and 
(6) To become a willing and efficient helper i in this phase 
of home economics. 


Good homemaking requires judgment in dealing with 
the problems of family life, the personal characteristics 
of a fine, wholesome personality as well as ability in the 
traditional skills of housekeeping, and the ever increasing 
knowledge of modern household methods and equipment.

Held on February 11, 1953 


The adjourned Town Meeting reconvened at the School Gym- 
nasium at 7 P. M. with the meeting being called to order by the 
Moderator, Benjamin F. Morton. The Moderator then called upon 
Rev. Edward B. Booth, Pastor of the Sacred Heart Church, who 
opened the meeting with prayer. The Moderator complimented the 
Gymnasium Committee for the fine building which we were meet- 
ing in for the first time.

Although the Gymnasium is already in use, some details Sia 
to be completed, before final acceptance can be effected. Therefore, 
we submit the following as a report of progress. 
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On April 12, 1952, sealed bids were opened in the Town Offices. 
On April 17, 1952, the Committee voted unanimously to award the 
contract to Charles H. Cunningham Co. of West Yarmouth, the 
lowest bidder. On May 9, our plans were approved by the State 
Building Assistance Commission. On May 15, a contract for 
$124,121.00 was made with the contractor and construction began 
on May 19, 1952. . 


When it became evident that certain items would unduly delay 
completion, the contractor and architect permitted the School com- 
mittee to assume maintenance of the Buildings of December 1, 1952, 
pending final acceptance. By this arrangement we have been able to 
use ane facilities for our School Activities as well as this meeting 
tonight. 


I refer you to page 37 of this year’s Town Report for a list of 
our payments, to date totaling $134,225.13. Our unexpended balance 
is $15,462.59 from which the contractor’s retainage fee and other 
bills must be paid. However, we can report that we are still solvent. 


We hope to complete our duties in the near future and set a 
date on which we will formally accept and dedicate the building.

Bureau of Old Age Assistance, 
Aid to Dependent Children 
cnd Disability Assistance 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1953 Oak Bluffs had an average of 76 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Of these cases, 14 are with- 
out settlement in the State and 5 are settled in other cities 
and towns. The total expenditure for the year including 
cash grants, medical, burials and any special needs was 
$79,492.00; $13,155.40 of this amount applied to medical — 
care. The total cost per case per month was $86.40. A cash 
refund of $675.00 was received from a recipient. Two 
hundred and sixteen visits were made to the recipients 
by the Social Worker in accordance with Old Age Assist- 
ance regulations that a minimum of two visits per year be » 
made and recorded to each recipient. 


Aid to Dependent Children averaged 634, cases with 
thirty-seven visits made and recorded to each recipient as 
the regulation governing this category requires four visits 
per year for each case. The total expenditure was $6,017.55 
including cash grants, medical, burials and any special 
needs; $738.95 of this amount applied to all medical care. 
The total cost per case per month averaged $74.30. 


Disability Assistance averaged 614 cases with a total 
cost of $5,844.24; $669.49 of this amount applied to medi- 
eal care. The total cost per case per month averaged 
$77.92. Thirty-six visits were made and recorded to each 
recipient in conformance with the regulations.

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Report of Shellfish Warden

Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of the Shellfish Department 
forn1958: 


Clams: 


There is a slow but steady improvement in amount of 
seed as well as mature clams and as crabs have continued 
to decrease the future prospects for a worthwhile amount 
of clams look brighter. 


Quahaugs: 


Some 525 bushels were taken commercially. Prices 
are low especially for the larger sizes. Family permits 
accounted for about 475 bushels, mostly taken by our 
summer residents. The opportunity to take shellfish from 
clean waters is much appreciated by them. 


Scallops: 

This Spring 626 bushels of seed scallops were moved 
from over-crowded areas in Lagoon Pond to better grow- 
ing areas and 226 bushels of starfish were taken and 
destroyed, 


This Fall 352 bushels of seed scallops were trans- 
planted from Sengekontacket Pond, where there is a heavy 
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set of seed, to Lagoon Pond. 


Scallops taken from Lagoon Pond, 3,843 bushels com- 
mercially and 187 bushels for family use. 


Improvement of the openings of both ponds, par- 
ticularly at the New Bridge at Sengekontacket, merit 
serious consideration to improve the flow of water and 
to improve the growth of shellfish.

Report of the Water Commissioners 


December 31st, 1953 


To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


Last Summer we again experienced another dry 
season. The largest daily pumpage was on July 6th, when 
810,750 gallons of water was pumped. The average daily 
pumpage during this dry season was 526,716 gallons. The 
‘total pumpage for the year 1953 was 82,781,400 gallons: 


At their July 3rd meeting the Water Commissioners 
decided to reduce the rate for excess water consumed, 
thereby encouraging the use of more water and so protect 
the gardens and lawns. Heretofore the rate was 40c per 
M. gallons for all water consumed in excess of the 15,000 
gallons allowed for the minimum advance charge. The new 
rate for water consumed in excess of the 15,000 gallons 
is now 40c per M. for the first 5 M. gallons, 30c per M. for 
the second 5 M. gallons and 20c per M. gallons for all 
other water consumed. 


The stand pipe, which was erected in 1891, was com- 
pletely repaired at a cost of $6,000.00. This repair work 
should increase the life of the stand pipe for a number of 
years. All seams and rivets were sand blasted, all leaky 
seams and rivets were welded, and three coats of paint 
were applied to both inside and outside of the stand pipe. 


1480 services were connected in 19538, 8 of which 
were new. Service pipes of 26 houses were renewed and 
30 services were repaired. 
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200 ft. of 6” transite pipe was laid to replace a one- 
inch main extension in Beecher Park. 175 ft. of 6” tran- 
site pipe was laid at the Martha’s Vineyard peeve for 
a sprinkler service. 


The following statistics show the revenue and expen- 
ditures of the Water Department. While there was a cash 
balance December 31st, 1953 of $33,447.98 this is not 
considered a surplus revenue. For the Water Department 
year ends May lst and Water Department expenditures 
are paid out of its own revenue as it accrues. The Water 
Department again paid $12,000.00 on its note and $1,600.00 
interest. After these payments the surplus revenue as of © 
May Ist, 1953 was $13,225.89. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank the resi- 
dents of Oak Bluffs for their cooperation in turning off 
hose connections at the sound of the fire siren. Also for 
their patience and cooperation during the time the stand 
pipe was being repaired.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


The School Committee herewith submits its 1953 
report. 


Whenever a new building is added to the school plant 
the community justifiably takes great pride in it. This is 
the case of Oak Bluffs with its new gymnasium. 


The gymnasium-auditorium and the Madam Barbey 
room are providing excellent quarters for community 
activities of many kinds. It is housing many school activi- 
ties formerly conducted on a makeshift basis. It has made © 
possible assembly programs, has made it possible to im- 
prove the physical education and to conduct athletic games 
more acceptably. 


During the year the following repairs were made to 
the buildings and grounds: 

Two elementary classrooms were painted. 

Boys’ lockers were reset. 


The old high school assembly room was divided by 
a partition into two classrooms. 


New windowshades were installed in two classrooms. 
Considerable window glazing was done. 
The parking area and the playground were graded. 


Roof drainage from the gymnasium was piped to dry 
wells.

The rapid flow-off of ground drainage was checked 
by grading off the playground and the construction of 
earth dikes. 


_In considering repairs it is well to remember the age 
of the elementary building. We may well have extensive 
repairs there soon as the window frames are not in good 
condition on the south side. Calking work was done in this 
area during the past year. 


The following statement indicates the net expendi- 
tures for education during 19538: 


Expended $73,900.31 
Income from State 10,207.83 
Net Cost to Town $63,692.48

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

I herewith submit my second annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


The annual report of the Superintendent is by its 
nature a report of progress as schools must always be 
in a state of change to meet the ever changing conditions 
of our society. Last year I mentioned several areas on 
which we should focus attention. I propose in this report 
to discuss what has been done in three of these areas, 
namely cooperation between Island towns, improvement 
of instruction and teachers’ salaries. ~ 


Co-operation Between Towns: 


It has often been stated that cooperative action be- 
tween the several Island towns is impossible. The evidence 
during the past year does not support this contention for 
there have been many examples of the finest kind of 
cooperation. One could hardly ask for greater unified 
action than has been displayed by the Union School Board 
during the past year. 


Last Spring the Union Board voted to hold three 
regular meetings each year. It was proposed that these 
meetings be devoted to studying and acting upon common 
problems. It was believed by all that such study was 
essential to improve instruction in the several schools. 


At the Fall meeting of the Union Board, all towns 
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agreed to a new rule governing the entrance to pupils in 
Grade I. The new rule is based on the research that indi- 
cates pupils should be on the average six to six and one- 
half years old to profit by reading instruction. The new 
rule reads as follows: “All children 6 years old on or 
before November 1st will be admitted to Grade I. All 
children 5 years old on or before November 1st will be 
admitted to kindergarten.” 


Perhaps the most significant cooperative action was 
the initiation of a movement to form a regional high 
school district. This movement began by joint action of 
the several school committees and has resulted in the 
formation of a Regional High School District Planning 
Board. It is anticipated that this Board will report early 
this Spring so that the towns may vote on the project at 
that time. 


The cooperative employment of teachers was extended 
to include teachers in French, Latin and Girls’ Physical 
Education. We now have a Latin and a French teacher 
traveling between the three high schools. Tisbury and 
Edgartown share a girls’ Physical Education teacher. Oak 
Bluffs and Edgartown share a Home Economics teacher. 
The above are in addition to music and art teachers which 
have been employed cooperatively for several years. 


Another example of cooperative action was the organ- 
ization of a Martha’s Vineyard High Schools football team. 
Tisbury took the initiative and placed a sum of money in 
its 1953 budget for football. It then invited Oak Bluffs and 
Edgartown to join with them in forming an Island foot- 
ball team. Those who saw the games were enthusiastic 
in their praise of the Martha’s Vineyard boys. Incidentally 
considerable favorable comment was heard off-Island 
through the press, radio and television. The evidence listed 
above indicates there is every reason to believe our towns 
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can and will work together for the good of all. 
Improvement of Instruction: 


The improvement of instruction is a constantly evolv- 
ing process. It depends on many factors, the educational 
environment, the staff, teaching loads, the attitude toward 
school by pupils and adults, the school program and many 
more. These factors are far from constant and thus the 
process of getting better instruction suffers many ups and 
downs. During the past year several organizational 
changes were made which should result in improved in- 
struction. 


Last September we grouped our Junior-Senior high 
school classes in English and Social Studies. We did this 
so that there might be a class section where the work 
was geared for college preparation and a section where 
the instruction was planned for general education. The 
plan is working well and we believe that it is a step in 
the direction of better instruction. 


A real step forward was made in home economics. 
Oak Bluffs shares a teacher with Edgartown on the basis 
of four days in Oak Bluffs and one day in Edgartown. 
Preparation for family life should be a vital part of the 
high school program and the increased teaching time is 
a vital improvement in our school program. 


The new gymnasium has made possible the improve- 
ment of physical education work. Those who witnessed 
the demonstration of physical education classes last Spring 
saw clearly how a more adequate educational environment 
can help improve instruction. 


The shop program is again under way in earnest. 
This year we have a qualified shop teacher which can not 
but improve instruction. In addition a long range shop 
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program is being mapyed which should show results in 
the next few years. 


We have made a distinct improvement in our lan- 
guage instruction by cooperating with Tisbury and Edgar- 
town in the employment of French and Latin teachers. 
These two teachers travel daily between the three high 
schools. They are scheduled to teach two periods in each 
school and to have regular conference periods to help 
pupils. 


During the year a series of teachers’ meetings were 
held to discuss the general objectives of our schools and 
to study ways to attain them. As a part of this program 
the elementary teachers made an intensive study of pho- 
netics in the reading program under the leadership of 
Mrs. Perkins. 


As stated above, the improvement of instruction is 
a complex matter. It involves many factors and calls for 
constant striving and experimentation. I believe that the 
Oak Bluffs staff qualifies in both these respects. 
Teachers’ Salaries: | 


A year ago I wrote in my report that it would be 
necessary to realistically face the teacher salary problem. 
We have maintained our policy of granting annual incre- 
ments but there is some question that we are raising our 
general salary level fast enough to meet the competition 
for the limited supply of teachers. Many towns in the 
Commonwealth are now employing beginning teachers 
for well over the $2700 state minimum for towns over 
$2,500,000 valuation. It is quite evident that the general 
salary pattern will soon involve a salary range of $3000 
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to $5000. One Cape town now has a salary range of $3000 
to $4600. It is important for us to continue our efforts 
to improve the general salary picture gradually. The al- 
ternative would seem to be to face a heavy adjustment 
in some one year in the not too distant future. 


In conclusion may I thank the staff for their friendli- 
ness and cooperation. May I also commend the Oak Bluffs 
pupils on their justifiable pride in their new gymnasium 
and their care of this building. May I also commend the 
School Committee on their keen interest in school matters 
and their support.of the staff and myself.

I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


Last September we took a long step forward in the 
organization of our High School so that we could better 
meet the needs of our individual students. During the third 
and fourth year we are now teaching English and Social 
Studies to groups rather than classes. The membership 
of these groups is determined by the needs and interests 
of the pupils. In this way we concentrate our attention 
on and give more emphasis to the preparation of the 
students for their respective goals. 


The policy which was also adopted in September 
whereby we now share two language teachers with the 
other towns has been very successful. Again, by this con- 
centration of effort we are meeting the needs of our pupils 
more efficiently. 


During the year we have expanded our offerings in 
the fields of Industrial and Household Arts. The expanded 
programs are enriching the experience of the pupils and 
are laying the foundations for more and better progress 
in both these fields. 


After a full year’s use of our new gymnasium, I take 
pride in reporting that we have developed more and varied 
interests in health and physical education. The new equip- 
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ment and the more healthful atmosphere have made it 
possible for us to provide a better and more complete 
program for the pupils of all grades. 


Our Junior Prom and Graduation exercises were held 
for the first time in our new Auditorium. Both of these 
events were conducted in tastefully decorated surround- 
ings and were memorable social successes. At this time 
I would like to acknowledge our gratitude to the Directors 
of the East Chop Beach Club and the Trustees of Union 
Chapel for their kind cooperation for so many years in 
allowing us the use of their facilities for both these events. 


“The Review,” our mimeographed periodical, made its 
regular appearance throughout the year and afforded 
pupils an opportunity to experience the techniques and 
skills involved in the publication. 


“Desperate Ambrose” was our annual dramatic pre- 
sentation. This comedy of the old west was well received 
and ably directed. The proceeds from this play will be 
used to defray the major portion of the expenses of the 
Washington Trip. 


Our elementary school program continues to func- 
tion in a satisfactory manner. We have continued to try 
to meet the needs of the pupils on a level at which each 
is capable of success. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the School Committee, the Superintendent, and the faculty 
for their continued assistance and cooperation.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my annual report of the town of 
Oak Bluffs for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


These are changing times and the school health pro- 
gram is no exception. 


The general health of our boys and girls has greatly 
improved over the years. 


Knowledge about ways of protecting health and fight- 
ing disease is won largely through medical research. Par- 
ents began to give children cod-liver oil when doctors first 
began to spread the news that the vitamin D it contained 
would prevent rickets. All the principal diseases of child- 
hood have been almost eliminated as causes of death, 
largely because parents have cooperated to give their 
children the benefit of new or improved methods of pre- 
vention or treatment. 


Young people in school today learn the value of hav- 
ing medical and dental examinations and eye and ear 
tests. 


We are fortunate in having parents anxious and will- 
ing to do their best to follow up recommendations. 


It is a pleasure to report that in three cases of hearing 
defects reported to parents last year, immediate attention 
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was given to the pupils and this year’s examination showed 
an improvement in their hearing. 


Our school health program is designed to have the 
boys and girls acquire the knowledge they can use in their 
daily lives to become and keep as healthy as possible. One 
of the most important branches of this knowledge is 
nutrition. 


Youngsters learn that good nutrition is necessary for 
good health, proper growth and appearance. They learn 
that food values, daily meal planning, and good breakfasts 
are essential to health. Please help by getting them a good 
breakfast before they hurry off to school. They also learn 
about sleep, exercise, cleanliness and safety. 


All this can be given children but there is no place 
like home for the practical application of much of the 
knowledge upon which safe and healthful living is based. 


Watch for the date of the Diphtheria immunization — 
clinics. In a late Public Health bulletin we note the per- 
cent of deaths from Diphtheria in the 154+ age group 
has increased. Encourage your teen ager to take advan- 
tage of this Clinic. 


We are still in need of better dental care and I trust 
that with the increasing interest of P.T.A.’s and parents 
that some definite program can be planned and carried out. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the school phy- 
sician, principal and parents for their cooperation and I 
want to especially thank the teachers for, without their 
cooperation, it would have been impossible to have carried 
on these programs.

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Departmental Reports 


Art—Theodore C. Meinelt, Teacher 


Art is a daily experience. To recognize it can enrich 
our life. The child must be given opportunities to realize 
the existence of it. 


Art in the Primary Grades consists of representing 
with pictures the happenings of ourself and others. We 
learn that our contribution can help others to enjoy every 
day living. 


Art in the Intermediate Grades deals with other 
peoples and places in the hope that understanding will 
bring truth. We strive to attain this by discussion and 
graphic illustration and exchange of ideas. We learn by 
living with others. 


, Art on the Junior High level consists of art reason- 
ing. Experience in various techniques is given for new 
interest. Ideas are encouraged in developing a situation. 


Art in the High School has been increased with more 
supervision given to the lower grades. Art for enjoyment 
and preparation for advanced work are the fields open to 
the High School student. 


Thus in understanding art, one can provide for him- 
self and others the joy of his creation. 


Vocal Music—Edgar L. White, Jr., Teacher 


Vocal music in the first and second grades has con- 
sisted in having the students first sing seasonal songs 
by rote that appealed to them. Proper breathing and tone 
placement has been brought to the attention of the stu- 
dents. Various tonal and rhythmic patterns with exercises 
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as found in the songs have been given to develop ear- 
training and pitch. Time and rhythm regarding the time 
signatures was practiced by clapping the hands, tapping 
the feet or by hand gesticulations and imitation. 


A broadening of this program has extended into the 
intermediate grades with careful attention being given 
to time, rhythm, pitch and ear training. After the Christ- 
mas vacation, students from grades three through six 
were taught the signatures and how to find “do.”’ 


Sight reading was begun during the latter part of 
October and part singing within the fifth and sixth grades. 
Records have been played as a means of audio-aids, to 
develop a keener sensitivity to music, and create more 
enthusiasm during the music period with hopes that an 
interest in better music will be followed within the homes 
and community after school hours. 


Reorganization in the Junior High School is being 
continued during the New Year. All voices are being tested 
to determine vocal range and placement of tones for cor- — 
rect part singing. New books for two, three and four part 
singing will be purchased for use in Junior High and High 


School Chorus. 


Music in the High School has been on a voluntary 
basis. I have been very much pleased with the enthusiasm 
the girls have shown but hope that more of the boys will 
be present this year. From the High School Choral mem- 
bers, I hope to develop either quartettes, sextets, octettes 
and soloists from the members that show a definite cre- 
ative ability in vocal music as an art. 

Instrumental Music—Rudolph A. Fiebich, Teacher 


Three concerts were given by the All.Island School 
Orchestra, one concert in each of the towns of Oak Bluffs, 
Tisbury and Edgartown. 
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| For the first time we organized an All Island Band 
which performed for the last two football games played 
on the Island. This Band also played for the Armistice 
Day Parade and Dedication of the Veterans Memorial 
Park. 


Considering the short period of time in preparing the 
Band for public appearance I was very pleased with the 
results shown by these young performers. 


The group of players from the Oak Bluffs School 
played a very important part in the success of both the 
Band and Orchestra. The Oak Bluffs School Band per- 
formed most capably at the Memorial Day Services as 
they have in previous years. 


The large number of new pupils who enrolled for 
Instrumental instruction in September proves the ever 
growing interest in Instrumental Music in this School.
